THE OUTLOOK ENCOURAGING. 


New» York, Dec. 27.—The annual re¬ 
view of American trade. Anance and In¬ 
dustry. prepared by Bradstreet’s and 
given publicity to-day. declared 1901 to 
be a ‘‘record breaker** among the Ave 
succeeding^ears of commercial expan¬ 
sion enjoyed by the United States. Its 
pre-eminence, the review' stated, was all 
the more no-table because It suffered 
from a combination of happenings that 
in a normal year would have proved 
depressing If not disastrous. Enumer¬ 
ated in the latter were the machinists* 
and steel strikes, the stock panic of 
May. the failure of several Imprudent¬ 
ly managed combinations, the efforts of 
some combinations. Including that In 
copper, 'to tlx prices, the shortage In 
corn, cotton ami oats, and the assassi¬ 
nation of President McKinley. Sum¬ 
marising the general situation the re¬ 
view said: 

Briefly summarised, the year has seen 
transacted an aggregate of general busi¬ 
ness. ns reflected In bank clearings, far 
in excess of any preceding |>erlod; has 
witnessed stock speculation, rampant be¬ 
yond the dreams of old-time brokers, 
chrckrd and curtailed by on© of the 
Sharpest ^toek panics In history, and y»*6 
with a remarkable minimum of disturb¬ 
ance of general financial operations; has 
watched general Industry and production 
grow steadily, until new and larger figures 
were needed to express the outputs of 
coal and ore and Iron and steel and leath¬ 
er and lumber and a multitude of other 
branches; has seen the freight transporta¬ 
tion facilities of the country, airulned to 
the breaking point, prove Insufficient to 
ha ml l» the volume of business offered; 
und. finally, has witnessed a volume of 
holiday business passing nil previous 
bounds, both on the quantity and quullty. 
• • • 

A Few of the Broken Records. 


From the standpoint of the present esti¬ 
mates the clearings this year will ex¬ 
ceed the highest records of preceding 
years by one-fourth. Gross railway earn¬ 
ings have Increased 12 per cent, and net 
returns have gained per cent, over the 
beat preceding year. Pig Iron production 
will b not fur from one-seventh larger 
than the heaviest ever before recorded. 
Shoe production and shipments, and, 
therefore, presumably, leather production, 
show film out as large a gain. Iron ore 
production and shipments were never be¬ 
fore equaled; certainly lake shipments 
were never so large. Anthracite coal pro¬ 
duction will be fully 10 per cent, larger 
than last year and 5 per cent, heavier 
than the record. The bituminous produc¬ 
tion promises aa heavy a gain over past 
record*. Woolen manufacturing has been 
helped by low cast of material and good 
demand for clothing. All the returns are 
not so favorable. There has been less 
money in cotton for the South this year, 
and the margin of profit In manufacture 
has occasioned oomplalni there and In 
New und Old England. The agricultural 
Interest has been favored by heavy ad¬ 
vances in farm products, which have duno 
much to counter-balance reductions In 
yield. Export trade bns shown signs of 
hesitation after yr-ars of steady advance, 
and imports have incfttised but mainly 
In material* Intended for domestlr manu¬ 
facture. and the margin in favor of «x- 
ports Is still enormously heavy. 

The bank clearings were estimated at 
8118,000.mx).O(W t n gain of 3K per cent, 
over last year and 2d p-r cent, over the 
record of 1899. The Middle Stales showed 
the greatest increases in clearings.

CLEANING OUT OLD OIL WELLS. 


FRESH CAPITAL PUT TO WORK IN 
ABANDONED COUNTRY. 


PROSPECTS ARE VERY GOOD. 


Tract Lies On a Direct Line With the 
Kentucky and Pennsylvania 
Territory. 


IN HART COUNTY. KY., FIELD. 


White Bluff. Tenn.. Dec. 27.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—Eight or ten mile* from here in 
an Isolated section of Dickson county, 
Tennessee, men have been drilling for 
oil for thirty years. It 1* the same old 
story that a dozen countie* in Kentucky 
have to tell of crude and useless oper¬ 
ations. Tht* 1* not meant to condemn 
the territory*, a* it l* prospectively 
good. Whatever may be done in Dick¬ 
son county In the future may be con¬ 
sidered a part of the Kentucky develop¬ 
ment, unless the line should extend fur¬ 
ther south, sufficiently to allow Tennes¬ 
see to share honor*. Between the north¬ 
east and southwest terminals of this 
field, which Is on the extreme northeast 
line of the Pennsylvania field, there are 
spots marked by shallow oil that su¬ 
perficial experiment* have uncovered, 
notably those of the Glasgow field, 
which bears a little bit to th*» west. 

* White Bluff Is the nearest approach 
to the possible territory of Dickson 
county, though between here and Char- 
locto. the county seat, and novth and 
northeast of there, a* well os west, 
thera is some good looking country that 
has tot been much looked over by pros- 
pectjrs. Any part of an inclosure fak- 
the villages of Charlotte and Dull 
water* of Strong’s branch, 
liar fork. Johnson’s creek. Sugar 
branch and Jones’ creek, and its 
ftarbs. ought to be Just aa safe 
the Immediate vicinity of op¬ 
erations. which are seven miles from 
the headwaters of Jones’ creek on 
Brown’s farm. 

• • • 

Curious Record. 

The record of operation* on this farm 
could be framed as a curio. Well* have 
been drilled every few year* by local 
companies for the best part of half a 
century. Mr. Brown, now a very old 
man, was In hls prime when work be¬ 
gun upon hls farm that promised to 
make him rich, and the son* are now as 
strong In hope as their father was years 
ago. 

Ten wells have been drilled for Mr. 
Brown by ns many different people. The 
result was the same in each—a little oil 
of good grade. Each successive opera¬ 
tor punk hls well about as close to the 
one that w as drilled before a* he could 
get without actually getting Into the 
same hole. There are two wells not 
more than a running Jump apart. There 
Is a third well within ordinary speak¬ 
ing distance of either one. The other 
well* bear up clo*e to the right and 
left of them. It looks as If every man 
figured that here was oil and that It 
would be dangerous to move away from 
It in search of more. 

One would think from these drilling 
operation* that the only purpose In 
drilling was to get oil enough to look 
at. Thi* object having been accom¬ 
plished In each case another well was 
drilled to get the same amount of sat¬ 
isfaction Nothing was ever done with 
the oil except to let It stand In the hole 
and dip it up to Rhow visitors. 

• • • 

Operations Renewed. 

There has been a little revival of op¬ 
erations In Dickson county In the last 
six months. As usual the «eene of the 
revival la the Brown farm, and, as 
usual, the base of operation* Is in the 
thick cluster of Brown well*. 

Mr Benedict, son of one of the firm 
of Benedict Bros., wealthy lumbermen 
of Nashville. I* at work there for a 
company organized by himself. Its 
first well Is drilling, and by the arrange¬ 
ment with Mr. Brown thH company ac¬ 
quired the right* to all the old wells on 
the ftrm. Mr. Anderson, a drilling con¬ 
tractor from Pennsylvania, Is the drill¬ 
ing contractor h.^re. 

Efforts have been made to clean out 
two of the old wells and start them to 
pumping on a Jack after th? new well 
is brought in. assuming that It will be 
a* good, or better, than the rest. One 
of the wells that they tried to clean 
haa been finally abandoned after a 
month’s work It was said to have got 
it* oil «4 585 feet and It waa th*> In¬ 
tention to clear the debris below that 
mark and shoot It. Work had to be 
stopped when 525 feet was reached. Th? 
hole was full of metal, bolts, sucker 
rods und general junk that had been* 
thrown In by boy*, and they could 
neither ie got out nor gone through. 
The ether well ha* been cleaned out 
and the firm expects it to make a few 
Ibgrreis a day. Mr. Brown believes this 
I was it Rood well when It wa© drilled, 
thirty-odd years ago.

Nice. Dec. 27.—(Special Cable.) - 
The star* and stripes floated over the 
American consulate And three smart 
carriage* at the door wore the un’y out¬ 
ward signs that the civil marriage of 
United State* Senator Depovv and Miss 
May Palmer was proceeding there at 3 
o’clock this afternoon. The ceremony, 
which was entirely private, except for 
the presence of the witnesses and rela¬ 
tives. occupied only ton mlnutrs. It 
took place in Consul Van Buren’s pri¬ 
vate office, the shutter* of* which wore 
closed. Bright lamps were burning fn 
the office, and a silk American flag was 
spread over a table. Mr. Van Buten of¬ 
ficiated under a special license signed 
by President Roosevelt. 

Mr. Depew’s wltncfse* were James 
Gordon Bennett and Count de Scrs. The 
bride’s witnesses were her brother-in- 
law. Baron von Andre and Baron de 
Cantalouse. The only others present 
were Vice Consul Platt!, the bride’s 
mother. Count**?* Sers and Bareness von 
Andre. The bride looked young and 
pretty. Senator Depevv looked ten years 
younger than he actually Is. He was 
smart and trim and In high spirit*. He 
donated substantially to the Consular 
charity fund. The American churrh 
here is being decoratid for the r<?!!g!ou* 
ceremony to-morrow. 

APPEALS TO WASHINGTON. 

Permission Given For Consul General 

Gowdy To Perform the Ceremony. 

New York, Dec. 27.—A Washington 
telegram to the Sun says: 

When the State Department officials 
learned t«F-day that Senator Depew and 
Miss Palmer had been married at Nice 
they breathed a fervent sigh of relief. 


| International difficulties surrounded the 
wedding ceremony and the diplomatic 
agencies of the United State* Govern¬ 
ment were employed to remove the ob¬ 
stacles from Dr. Depew'* pathway to 
the hymeneal altar. It looked for a 
while as If th* Senator would not be 
married on French territory, but the 
happy outcome at Nice shows that all 
the legal kn*»ts were untangled, the re¬ 
sult of persistent effort on the part of 
thr bridegroom and diplomatic and con¬ 
sular officers of the United State*. 

From the little that can be learned It 
Is evident that the Senator was obliged 
to appeal to the State Department and 
the Vniud Stales Embury and the 
United State* Consulate Genera! In 
Paris to unravel the n«*tu**rk of law- 
In which he became entwined. 

The trouble arcs** over the require¬ 
ment thut there must be a civil mar¬ 
riage, ceremony. So much authentl- 
oitea Information concerning the bride¬ 
groom and bride was required by the 
French code that It w'ould have been 
Impossible to secure the proofs without 
! great loss of time. It was finally de- 
I elded that the difficulties might be met 
by having Consul General Gowdy per¬ 
form the marriage ceremony in the con¬ 
sulate, which 1* nominally American 
territory. 

The State Department forbid* con¬ 
sular officers to perform marrlagf*, but 
an exception wo* made in this caoe. 
Consul General Gowdy and Ambassador 
F*orier w^ere Instructed, however, to con¬ 
sult French authorities as to the legal¬ 
ity of a marriage by a United State* 
consular officer, tncl Mr. Gowdy w'a* 
especially directed not to act in that 
capacity unless It were absolutely set¬ 
tled that hls rlqht to do so w*a* dear.

POPE PLEASED 


WITH ARCHBISHOP CHAPELLE’S

DELEGATE EXHIBITS A LETTER. 


Denies That Any Differences Arose 
From His Mission. 


New Orleans. Dec. 27.—[Special. ]— 
Archbishop Chapdle. Apostolic Dele¬ 
gate to the Philippine*. In view' of the 
many storle* afloat a* to hls actions 
In the Philippines and the difference* 
said to have arisen between him, the 
Archbishop of Manila. Cardinal Gib¬ 
bon*. the friars and others gave ..ut 
to-day an official interview. In which 
he told of bis work in the Archipelago. 
He exhibited a letter signed by the 
Pope In person complimenting him and 
thanking him for the work done, and 
approving it in all respects.

Pope which will embody the recom¬ 
mendation* made by himself. Arch¬ 
bishop Chapdle. That Idt-r or papal 
constitution will appear some time In 
January. , , , 

Not Recalled From Mnnila. 

The Archbishop denied that ho had 
been recalled fnm Manila. On the 
contrary, the Pope wanted him to re¬ 
main there after the conference held at 
the Vatican, but the Archbishop urged 
the appointment of a permanent dele¬ 
gation to be stationed in the Philippine* 
and this was assented to by the*Pope. 

In hls course In Manila, the Arch¬ 
bishop said, he was guided by the In¬ 
structions given by the Pope and the 
recommendations of President McKin¬ 
ley. There was no difference* between 
him and any of American General* In 
the Philippines. The best of relations 


had existed between him and President 
McKinley, who adopted a number cf 
suggestions made by him. 

"As far as the friars are concerned, 
the fact that In Rome i was Invited to 
remain in the house occupied by the 
Superior General of the Dominicans (I 
remained five months and a halD, and 
the further fact that five or six other 
Superior General* came to confer with 
me and loudly approved of what I had 
done for their brethren, are sufficient 
to effectually refute the groundless as¬ 
sertions that I was unfriendly to 
them." 

Archbishop ChapeUe also *aid he came 
back to New' Orleans retaining the of¬ 
fice of papal delegate to Cuba and 
Porto Rico. He denies that he betrayed 
Cardinal Gibbons and says that his ap¬ 
pointment to the Philippines came about 
through no other* than President Mc¬ 
Kinley and the Pope. He emphatically 
denies that he wrote an Impertinent let¬ 
ter to President McKinley, and says it Is 
not true that he wrote letters to this cr 
any other country urging opposition cf 
the Catholic vote to the re-election of 
President McKinley.

GERMANY’S PLAN OF ACTION 


TO BLOCKADE THE FORTS AND 
SHUT OUT FOOD. 


EXPECTS TO OCCUPY CITIES. 


Assurance Given the United States 
That Such Action Will Be 
Temporary. 


VENEZUELA TAKING IT EASY. 


Washington. Dec. 27.—The gathering 
of German warships In the vicinity of 
Venezuela, and the presence In the same 
locality of many American. British. 
French and other foreign warships. Is 
directing attention to the imminence of 
the naval demonstration Germany Is 
about to make against Venezuela. Thus 
far the German Government has not 
made known the "xact details of her 
proposed move, the official communica¬ 
tions to the United States being con¬ 
fined to ar. Inquiry as to the attitude 
of this Government on the question of 
a demonstration In view of the purpose 
on the part of Germany not to acquire 
any permanent foothold In Venezuela. 
The answer of this Government was en¬ 
tirely satisfactory to the German au¬ 
thorities. who since have proceeded with 
the execution of the plans for coercing 
Venezuela. 

It Is said to he probable that the first 
move by Germany will be the establish¬ 
ment of a blockade of Venezuelan ports 
so as to prevent the Introduction of food 
products Into Venexuela. and thus 
starve the besieged Into submission. 
Venexuela. It Is said. Is entirely de¬ 
pendent on the outside world for its 
supply of corn, which Is a staple among 


lotte. Dickson, seven miles from Char-, 
lotte.

All the country along the creeks and 
tributaries Is good country f ir geological 
study in Its retail u to oil The rock 
exposure is excellent at points. One of 
the best defined rock waves In this coun¬ 
try can be followed from the upper end 
of “Uncle Bob" Martin's farm, on 
Btrong's branch, four miles out from 
White Bluff 

It Is a theory that gas rises by pres- 
wure to the highest point of rock In 
"Which It Is stored and that In the dome 
Of’a wave It Is abundant. Oil lies close 
below the gas. If It is in the rock at all. 
drawn up by gas agitation and forced 
up by the pressure of rock and salt 
water.

Hart County Mineral and Oil Com¬ 
pany Prepares To Bore For Oil.

Assurances of Only Temporary Opu¬ 
pation. 

In this connection most positive as¬ 
surances have been given to the United 
States Government that the occupation 
is to be temporary and only for such 
length of time as will permit the collec¬ 
tion of the debt due to the Germans, 
thus disposing of the report that there 
Is any ulterior purpose to establish & 
German coaling station on Venezuelan 
lOfi* \ 

On the part of Venezuela It is semi¬ 
officially understood that President Cas¬ 
tro has made known that he Is pre¬ 
pared for any eventuality. There la 
complete silence, however, as to the de¬ 
fensive measures Venezuela Is adopting, 
but there Is no Indication that she is 
laying mines or preparing In any way to 
resist an occupation of La Guayra or 
Maracaibo, which are such open ports 
that they are practically defenseless 
against such powerful armament as the 
Germans can bring to bear. 

• • • 

Venezuela Not Worrying. 


The reliance of Venezuela appears to 
be on the practical difficulties Germany 
will encounter. Venezuela. It Is assert¬ 
ed. has no need of outside supplies, and 
while corn Is much used. In an emer¬ 
gency there are many other ‘cereals 
which can be put to use. Moreover, the 
natives are skid to be meat eaters al¬ 
most exclusively, and to have no need 
for com or outside products. With ref¬ 
erence to German occupation of one or 
more ports. It Is thought to he likely 
that Venezuela will rely on harassing 
the Invaders. The fresh water supply of 
La Guayra and Maracaibo Is drawn 
from Interior streams and lakes, and 
these are expected to be cut off. The 
interior of Venezuela Is regarded as 
safe, as It Is said that it would take at 
least 200,000 German soldiers to make 
headway through the wild and uneven 
country against guerilla tactics. 

• • • 

Rely On American Sympathy. 

There appears also to be much re¬ 
liance on the part of Venezuela In the 
sentiment and sympathy which can be 
aroused within the United States when 
an Invader Is actually operating on 
American sell and Venezuela Issues a 
declaration of war. Venezuela, It is 
understood, also relies largely on the 
fact that foreign capital Is Invested In 
the large Venezuelan ports and w'ould 
be the heaviest sufferers from any de¬ 
struction wrought by the Germans. 
Money from France, England. Germany 
and the United States has built up La 
Guayra. Maracaibo and the other large 
places, and little Venezuelan capital. It 
Is said. Is at stake. A German block¬ 
ade. Venezuelans declare, will prove 
quite as onerous to American. British 
and other foreign shipping as It will to 
the Internal Interests of Venezuela, and 
these shipping interests are expected to 
appeal to their several Governments. 

• • • 

A Few Hopeful Signs. 

There are a few hopeful signs on both 
sides that at the last moment a clash 
may be averted The German Minister 
to Venezuela- Is still at his post, and 
there Is some hope that he may stilt 
bring about a settlement. The outlook 
for a cash settlement, however. Is rath¬ 
er meager, since Venezuela’s treasury 
Is empty, and all of the Venezuelan of¬ 
ficials are on hitlf pay. Another possi¬ 
ble means of settlement Is through the 
diplomatic offices of a prominent Vene¬ 
zuelan Official now on foreign service, 
who has been summoned by cable to 
return to Caracas, probably for the 
purpose nf going on a special mission to 
<term any. 

The presence of the North Atlantic 
squadron and many other American 
warships In West Indian waters Is the 
source or much speculation In Germany 
and Venezuela. 

The Berlin officials are assured the 
presence of Ann rlcun ships hns nothing

FRANCE AFTER VENEZUELA. 

Frenchman’s Rights Infringed Upon 
By Castic’o Government. 

Paris. Dec. 27.—The Foreign Office 
here confirms the report from Port 
of Spain, Trinidad, that the Govern¬ 
ment of France has notified the Vene¬ 
zuelan Government that the rights of 
M. Pecrestat, of Bordeaux, have been 
Infringed upon by seizure of the prop¬ 
erty In Venezuela of 8**nor Manual A. 
Matos, the leader of the nets revolu¬ 
tion against President (’astro. The 
French Government holds that the 
property no longer belongs to Senor 
Matos, as he had leased It to M. 8e- 
crestat, and the Venezuelan Govern¬ 
ment Is bound by the recognition of M. 
Ferrestat’s title by the Venezuelan 
Consul here, before whom the whole 
matter came up. 

The French Government does not 
anticipate any complications will arise 
on account of Its representations on 
the subject to Venezuela, and is not 
considering the adoption of measures 
to enforce the claims of M. Sec reslat, 
as It expects the question to be settled 
In a few days. 

M. Serrestat’s son has left Bordeaux 
for Venezuela to arrange the matter. 

WARSHIPS OFF PORTO RICO. 

Presence There kHs Nd Connection 
With Venezuelan Affairs. 

Washington. Dec. 27.—The North At¬ 
lantic squadron, consisting of the bat¬ 
tleships Kearsarge, Massachusetts and 
Alabama, with the collier Hannibal, has 
arrived at Gulebra Island, the newly se¬ 
lected naval station, east of the Island 
of Porto Rico, and very near to St. 
Thomas. While this place is much 
neater the Venezuelan coast than Ha¬ 
vana. from which point the squadron 
has Just arrived at Gulebra, It is stated 
that the squadron’s business Is not c m- 
necteri with Venezuelan affairs, but Is 
to carr> out certain strategic move¬ 
ments framed by the General Naval 
Board. The harbor of Sat: Juan Is not 
accessible to these worships with their 
deep draft, and It Is the purpose cf 
the Navy Department to develop th* 
possibilities of Gulebra Island a* a 
naval base, for w*hlch It Is believed to 
be admirably suited.

SEVEN AMERICANS ARE SLAIN 


And Several Others Wounded. But the 
Enemy Is Bepulsed After a 
Hnnd-to-hand Fight. 


Manila. Dec. 27.—Capt. SehoefTel. with 
a detachment of eighteen men of Com¬ 
pany E. Ninth Infantry, at Dapado, 
Island of Samar, was attacked by a 
large force of bolomen. A severe hand- 
to-hand fight ensued. In wmch a Ser¬ 
geant, a Corporal and five privates 
were killed.

ADJUSTS OLD CLAIM. 


Mexican Government Agrees To Pay 
Interest On Lands For Which 
It Acted As Trustee. 


Washington. Dec. 27.—The State De¬ 
partment has Just added another to the 
long list of arbitrations which it has ar¬ 
ranged within the last few years for 
the settlement of the Amerlran claims. 
This arbitration will provide for 
the settlement of the "pious fund." 
which has been a subject of diplomatic 
exchange between the United States 
and Mexico since the Mexican War. 

The claim arose through the failure 
of the Mexican Government to |>ay to 
the Archbishop of California Interest on 
lands belonging to the Jesuits for which 
the Mexican Government acted as trus¬ 
tee. The claim was submitted to the 
Mexican Claims Commission In 1877 and 
judgment given in favor of the church 
for about >1.000.000. The Mexican Gov¬ 
ernment claimed that that payment ex¬ 
tinguished the claim, but the State De¬ 
partment held that the Interest be*an 
again from the date of the award and 
has run until at present It amounts to 
another million dollars. Personal repre¬ 
sentations by the Atchblshop of Calfor- 
nla, who recently was In Washington, 
and other dignitaries of the Catholic 
Church, caused the Department to pr**e* 
the matter with the result stated. The 
name of the arbitrator and other details 
remain to be announced.

FOUND IN RIYER. 


BODY OF NELL CROPSEY DISCOV¬ 
ERED BY FISHERMEN. 


CORONER HOLDS AN INQUEST. 


Naval Reserves Called Out To Protect 
Wilcox and the Jail Is Guarded. 


Elizabeth City. N. C\. Dec. 27.—Five 
weeks of mystery and speculation as to 
the fate of Miss Nellie <Tnpsey termi¬ 
nated to-day at 10 o’clock when the 
body of the missing girl was found 
floating In the river opposite her fath¬ 
er’s home. The body was discovered by 
J. D. Stillman, a fisherman. Upon dis¬ 
covering that the floating object was 
the body of a young girl he Immediately 
notified the Coroner. When found the 
body was floating face downward. All 
the wearing apparel was Intact with the 
exception of the rubbers which Nell 
wore on the night of her disappearance 
and these were missing. With the ex¬ 
ception of some slight discoloration of 
the face the body w*as In a state of good 
[•reservation and little decomposed. The 
body was easily Identified as that of 
Nell Cropsey. 

Coroner Fearing summoned a Jury of 
prominent men and called In three of 
the best physicians of the city to make 
a thorough and exhaustive autopsy. 

Great crowds arc assembled In front 
of the Academy of Music building, 
w here the Jury Is In session, waiting for 
the verdict of the Jury Anticipating 
that trouble may be brewing for young 
Wilcox, the naval reserves have been 
ordered out to maintain order and 
|>eace ui»d to see that no violence Is of¬ 
fered Wilcox. By order of the Moyer 
all the bar-rooms In the city have been 
closed. Wilcox has been removed from 
th»» Mayor’s office, where he has been 
since his arrest this afternoon, to the 
county Jail for his own protection, and 
a strong guard has been placed around 
the Jail. 

Tii** report outdo by the physician-* 
who performed the autopsy on Miss 
Cropsey says: 

The garments showed no marks of 
violence. The garments were removed 
and the body fully exposed. The epi¬ 
dermis of the face and head, together 
with the hair of the head, was peeled 
off. The face and head were swollen 
and sodden. There were no external 
marks of violence on the head, body or 
face. There whs a discoloration of a 
pinkish tinge on th«* front of the head 
and face, with a slight bluish discolora¬ 
tion on the back of the neck and the 
occiput. There were no marks upon 
the front of her neck, except as made 
by constriction of her dress collar. An 
examination of the Internal €»rgans 
showed she was a pure girl. 

The stomach upon being opened emit¬ 
ted gas and was found to contain about 
two ounces of dark fluid and solid sub¬ 
stance. The solid substance Is pre¬ 
sumed to be undigested food. The ap¬ 
pearance of the stomach and other ab¬ 
dominal organs whs normal. The lungs 
were collapsed and free from water. 
The heart was normal. 

On the section of the scalp all round 
the head, one Inch above the brow*, 
there was found a dark discoloration of 
the muscular substance. The bone be¬ 
neath this contusion was discolored, 
being fillgtly blue. There was no other 
Abnormality In any part of the scalp, 
which was completely dissected. There 
wns no fracture discovered at any point 
of the cranium. A thorough examina¬ 
tion of the brain showed no evidence of 
violence.

The Corcner’s Verdict. 

The verdict of the Coroner’s Jury was 
as follows: 

"We, the Coroner’s Jury, having been 
duly summoned and sworn by Dr. T. 
Feurlng. to Inquire what caused the 
death of Ella M Cropsey, do hereby 
report that from the Investigation made 
by three physicians of Elizabeth City, 
and from their opinion, and also from 
our personal observation that said Ella 
M. Cropsey came to her death by being 
stricken on the left temple and by being 
drowned In the Pasquotank river. We 
have not yet Investigated nor heard 
any testimony as to who Inflicted the 
blow and did the drow’nlng. We are 
Informed that one James Wilcox Is 
charged with same and Is now In cus¬ 
tody. We recommend that Investiga¬ 
tion as to his or any one else’s prob- 
ohle guilt be had by one or more Mag- 
1st rates In Elizabeth City towmshlp and 
that said Wilcox he held to await said 
Investigation." 

BRITISH SLAUGHTERED 

IN BOER AMBUSCADE. 


Lore Ten Men Killed and I if teen 
Wounded In Orange River Col¬ 
ony. 


London, Dec. 27.—Details received 
here to-day from South Africa of the 
ambuscading near Reglnderyn. Orange 
River Colony, December 21. of 200 
mounted Infantry by 300 Boers and 
forty armed natives, led by Command¬ 
ant Brltz, show the British losses to 
have been ten men killed and fifteen 
wounded. The losses of the Boer© are 
not known.

The men In hts office were waiting for 
Kent to reappear between 4 and 5 
o’clock In the afternoon, as was his 
habit, when a telephone message told 
them of his tragic death. 

Tb* telegram from the mother to her 
son w'as found among the papers taken 
from his mangled body at the under¬ 
taking establishment. 

John W. Taylor, who Inst his life with 
Kent, was thirty-five years of age and 
had been In the employ of the Terminal 
Association for ten years.

Boston. Dec. 27.—Details of a plan for 
the reorganization of the Erie Tele¬ 
graph and Telephone Company with a 
capital of $32,000,000. Involving a transfer 
of control to the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, are made pub¬ 
lic In a circular to the shareholders of 
the Erie Company, issued to-day. Kid¬ 
der. Peabody & Co., will carry out the 
plan if It Is accepted by the sharehold¬ 
ers 

That the atep will be taken Is thought 
to be assured In view of the statement 
In the circular that the financial condi¬ 
tion of the company Is ••critical*' and 
^the declaration that $9,000,000 in notes 
Hth Interest from July 10, 1901. at 5 
per cent, per annum fall due January 
10, 1902. while "the company has on 
hand to meet these maturing notes, no 
cash or securities upon which cash can 
be raised nor any other available re¬ 
sources. and it wlil therefore be unable 
to pay them." The circular also refers 
to the necessity of spending $6,000,000 
on subsidiary companies, which amount 
the Erie le unable to furnish. 

• • • 

Millions of Capital. 

The reorganization plan, which the 
Erie directors recommend. Involves the 
formation of a new company with $16.- 
000.000 In preferred stock, to be 6 per 
cent., cumulative after two years from 
Issue and $16,000,000 common stock, par 
value of each $100. This stock will be 
subject only to an lndebtednees of $10,- 
000.000 gold bonds. 

The 1923 and 1929 bondholders of pres¬ 
ent company are offered $800 5 per cent, 
bonds of the new company due in 1932 
and two shares preferred stock of new 
company for each $1,000 bond of the 
present company. The 1909 and 1926 
bondholders of the present company are 
offered $1,050 5 per cent, bonds of the 
new company due In 1932, for each $1,000 
bond of the present company. Pi 
stockholders may purchase preferred 
and common stock In the new company, 
upon payment of $25 i>er share of the 
present stocks, each holder of the four 
shares to receive one share preferred 
stock and three shares common stock In 
the new company.

From the remainder of the securities

LOOKING AROUND IN BERLIN. 


American Tobacco Company Believed 
To Be After German Plants. 

Berlin. Dec. 27.—Inquiry among the 
tobacco manufacturers of Berlin does 
not reveal the existence of any especial 
difficulty In obtaining Turkish tobacco. 
The prices of this article, which ore 
now higher than usual, are attributed 
to the demand being greater than the 
supply. The American Tobacco Com¬ 
pany is a large user of Turkish tobacco 
In Its American, British and recently 
acquired German factories. From In¬ 
formation obtained here, the tobacco 
trust seems undoubtedly to be the 
largest buver of tobacco In the world, 
and a larger holder of tobacco, several 
times over, than any of Its competitors. 

This. It is said here. Is a very differ¬ 
ent thing from cornering or attempt¬ 
ing to corner the Turkish tobacco crop. 

President Duke, of the American To¬ 
bacco Company, has been here for ten 
days, engaged In personally examining 
the tobacco manufacturing situation. 
The important tobacco firms here say 
thiil they have not received any proj>o- 
y Sit ions from President Duke.

{bom Merlin on December 16 that 
resident Duk* had acquired the Jas- 
metzll Cigarette Company, of Dresden, 
and the business of Kyrlazl, of Berlin. 
The sam rt advices said that two other 
Dresden tobacco concerns would be 
amalgamated and then absorbed by the 
American Tobacco Company. 

PRICE WAR IMPENDING. 

Glass Men Will Meet and Try To Ar- 
range Schedule. 

Muncie, Ind.. Dec. 27.—Representa¬ 
tives of the American Window Glass 
Company, th«' Federation of Co-opera¬ 
tive Glass Companies, the American 
Window Glass Jobbers* Association and 
a large number of unaifiltated compa¬ 
nies will meet In Muncie to-morrow to 
attend the formation of a closer al¬ 
liance for the purpose of maintaining 
prices.

REPORT ON BANKRUPT LAW. 


National Association of Referees Says 
It Needs Amendments. 

Chattanooga. Tenn., Dec. 27.—The Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee of the National As¬ 
sociation of Bankruptcy Referees, of 
which D. L. Grayson, of this city. Is a 
member, has formally presented to Con¬ 
gress Its report of Investigation made 
to secure the sentiment of all sections 
of the country on the national bank¬ 
ruptcy law. The committee sent out 
13.968 Inquiries. 

The committee finds there Is a general 
desire for a bankruptcy law. but be¬ 
lieves the present law should be amend¬ 
ed In several directions. 


WILL BREAK ALL RECORDS. 

January Disbursements Expected To 
Reach $200,000,000. 

New York. Dec. 27.—According to the 
Journal of Commerce In commercial 
circles It is generally conceded that Jan¬ 
uary disbursements for 1902 on account 
of Interest and dividend payments will 
break all records. Estimates of New 
York disbursements alone run as high 
as $150,000,000. while tha total disburse¬ 
ments at New York. Boston and Phila¬ 
delphia have been placed at above $200,- 
000,000. The aggregate dividends al¬ 
ready declared of Individual companies 
for January next Including the closing 
days of December, amount to $25,044,996. 


Owensboro, Ky., Dec. 27.—[Special.]— 
Judge Owen delivered an Important 
opinion In the Circuit Court this morn¬ 
ing In the mayoralty contest case of 
Pettit against Yewell. The opinion Is 
In response to a motion of the attor¬ 
neys of Thomas S. Pettit, late Demo¬ 
cratic candidate for Mayor, who Is 
contesting the election of Martin Yew¬ 
ell. the Republican Mayor. Pettit's at¬ 
torneys moved the court to require the 
election officers to deliver the keys to 
the ballot boxes to the court, or to the 
County Clerk; to require the Clerk to 
deliver the ballot boxes Into court and 
the court to open the boxes, take the 
ballots from them and mark them so 
as to permit the contestant to take 
proof respecting every ballot ques¬ 
tioned. 

The court, after taking the motion 
under advisement, sustains the motion 
In Its entirety, except It holds that It 
will appoint two special commissioners, 
one to be named by the contestant and 
the other by the conteetee. and direct 
them after having first sworn them, to 
take the proof of both sides. They are 
to open all the ballot boxes and every 
questioned ballot that they cannot 
agree upon Is to be made a part of the 
record so It may be determined by the 
court. 

The proof will be taken by stenog¬ 
raphers In the presence of and under 
the direction of these commissioners. 
The court does not pass on any other 
question raised by the pleadings, but 
says that the question of Ye well* a ell- 
I giblllty and the alleged Irregularities 
of certain election officers will be con¬ 
sidered only after prrK»f Is in. The tak¬ 
ing of proof by the contestant will be¬ 
gin within a few days, and then the 
contestee will take his proof. 


REPORTS ARE DENIED. 

Bradstreet Company Gives Out State¬ 
ment Regarding Alleged Sale of 
Stock. 

New York, Dec. 27.—Bradstreet’s gave 
out the following statement to-day: 

•’The statement having been made and 
reiterated to the effect that the Brad-

TRUST MAY MOVE PLANT. 

Smokestacks of Tin Mills At Atlanta, 
Ind., Ordered Taken Down. 

Dec. 27.—Henry Duffctt 
was sent to Atlanta this morning with 
Instructions to remove the big smoke¬ 
stacks of the tinplate mills. This leads 
to the belief that the plant Is to he dis¬ 
mantled hy the trust and the mills re¬ 
moved to this city. The mills at At¬ 
lanta have been Idle since the steel 
strike. The plant covers seven acres. 


UVALDE COMPANY WINS. 

Gets $12,000,000 Contract To Lay 
Pavements In Havana.

Bridges, president of the Uvalde As¬ 
phalt Company, has received a cable¬ 
gram announcing that his company has 
been awarded the contract for laying 
pavements and sewers In the city of 
Havana. Cuba. The contract Involves 
$12,000,000 and It will take five years to 
complete the work. 


EDITOR-COLLECTOR ROBERTS 

Gives Maj. Wood and His Friends 
Some Figures To Think About. 

Lexington. Ky.. Dec. 27.—[Special.]— 
Sam Roberts, editor of the Lexington 
Leader and Collector of Internal Rev¬ 
enue for the Seventh district. Is giving 
his opponents some figures to think 
about. He says they appear to be aft¬ 
er him, but that he is not intimidated 
because facts shown by figures disprove 
any claim they may have on great¬ 
ness. Editor Roberts’ friends call MuJ. 
Wood, whom ex-Gov. Bradley Is hack¬ 
ing for his place, a ‘'carpetbagger." 
They say a. ,. Wood has never amount¬ 
ed to much politically, and that the talk 
of making him Collector Is simply ridic¬ 
ulous. Following are some extracts 
from Collector Roberts' article handed 
out to-day: 

"There are Republicans who dispar¬ 
age Mr. Yerkes’ leadership because he 
Is dignified and conservative and re¬ 
members that he Is a gentleman at all 
times, but a study of the election fig¬ 
ures shows thAt the people are none 
the less willing to vote for him on that 
account. Mr. Yerkes received 229,363 
votes—11,000 more than Mr. McKinley 
received In 1896. when he carried the 
State; 75,000 more than Mr. Bradley ie- 
celved in 1895. when he carried the 
State, and 113,000 more than Maj. Wood 
received In 1891. only nine years be¬ 
fore." 

This Is a blow* direct at Maj. Wood 
and his supporters, and It is expected 
they will be heard from. Collector Rob¬ 
erts* friends say he has done more for 
the Republican party any week since 
his advent into Kentucky than Maj. 
Wood and all his oratory could accom¬ 
plish In a lifetime They are surprised 
that ex-Gov. Bradley should pick Col¬ 
lector Roberts as an easy mark, and 
declare when he Is through he will 
think It the warmest losing fight In 
which he ever participated.

MR BROOKS MORGAN PROMOTED 


New York, Dec. 27.—The annual report 
of the Union Pacific railroad embracing 
as well a statement of the financial 
condition of the Southern Pacific and a 
reference to the part of the Union Pa¬ 
cific in the affairs of the Northern Pa¬ 
cific was made public to-d&y. The 
financial statement of the Union Pacific 
showed that the gross receipts for the 
year ending June 30. were $44,538,181 
operating expenses and taxee $24,587,145 
and total net Income $22,172,001. The 
gross receipts showed an Increase of 
$4,390,483. or 11.21 per cent, and the op¬ 
erating expenses an Increase of $3,140,- 
930. or 15.55. The surplus was $5,178,175, 
to which must be added $781,080, earned 
In dividends between April l and June 
30 by the Northern Pacific stock held by 
the company. 

The statement of Union Pacific In¬ 
cluded the operations of the Oregon 
Short Line and the Oregon Railway and 
Navigation Company. The statement of 
the Southern Pacific showed that the 
gross revenue was $77,244,898; operating 
expense* and taxes $50,879,013. Rentals 
betterments, sinking fund and discounts 
absorbed $24,608,867, leaving a surplus of 
$3,456,560. 

Aa to the acquirement of control of 
the Southern and Northern Pacific, the 
report said:

The table of se¬ 
curities owned include* $61,000,000 of 
these 4 per cent, certificates, none of 
which are in the hand* of the public. 
The balance sheet of June 30 contained 
in the statement of liabilities an item 
of $23,202,247. as the current liabilities 
of the Oregon Short Line. A foot-note 
explained that this was balance of In¬ 
debtedness. Incurred In tb* M^aliltloa 
of securities of other companies, and 
In new construction. Current liabilities 
of the Union Pacific were $6,725,130.

DISREGARDED SUBPOENA. 

Secretary of State Refused To Go To 
Greenvlle To Testify. 

Nashville. Tenn.. Dec. 27.—[Special.]— 
Secretary of State Morton to-day de¬ 
clined to respect the service of a sub¬ 
poena. Issued to compel him to come 
to Greeneville with some of the records 
of his office and testify in a suit that 
has arisen out of the recent election 
In which the charter of that town was 
abolished In order to get rid of saloons. 
When he was first approached about 
the matter. Capt. Morton sent certified 
copies of the election returns to Greene- 
vllle, but this did not satisfy those con¬ 
testing the election, and they had him 
subpoenaed After consulting with a 
Justice of the Supreme Court. Capt. 
Morton decided to Ignore the summons 
and again sent a certified copy of the 
election returns The law does not al¬ 
low the records to be taken out of the 
office, and It makes the certificates of 
the Secretary of State valid evidence In 
any court in the State.

MAY AFFECT CHANCES OF NIC¬ 
ARAGUA SCHEME. 


FIGURE IS TO BE $40,000,000. 


Baid Acceptance Will Be Recommend¬ 
ed If Tender Is Officially Made, 


BATTLE IN CONGRESS AHEAD. 


according to tlie commission. $6,850,000. 
But. wtlti the United State* building a 
canal at Nicaragua, the value of the 
Panama railroad would probably depre¬ 
ciate 30 per cent. 

As for the millions upon millions 
which the French have expended in ex¬ 
cavation along their canal route, they 
would represent nothing whatever. No 
canal will ever be built at Panama un¬ 
less the United States builds U. and If 
the United States once starts on the 
Nicaragua project it will be finished, 
even if the total cost should run up to 
*400.000.000 or $500,000,000. which Is not 
Impossible. It l» impossible for the 
French to raise money to finish their 
canal now, their chances of doing so 
after the United .States starts on Nic¬ 
aragua would be one In lO.000.000.000. 

Altogether the old French company, 
the receiver, and the new company have 
spent on the Panama project $ 255 , 000 , 000 , 
of which probably more than one-half 
was wasted, stolen or used In the ex¬ 
penses of financing. If now the French 
can get from the United States $40,000.- 
000. that would be nearly 16 per cent, 
upon their gross outlay. For a mori¬ 
bund and hopelessly bankrupt concern 
a 16 per cent, winding up dividend is a 
good deal better than nothing. 

• • • 

The Question. 


Chicago, Dec. 27.—The Rccord-Herald 
prints the following Washington tele¬ 
gram from Walter Wellman: 

It may be PanAma after all. As soon 
as the holidays are over and Congress 
returns to town the battle of the canals 
Is expected to rage with great fury. 
Nicaragua still has the advantage, but 
it Is not to be permitted to carry off the 
honors without a struggle. Panama Is 
developing unlooked-for strength. 

A private telegram from Paris re¬ 
ceive here Indicates that the new Pana¬ 
ma canal company is prepared to sub¬ 
mit to the United States a definite of¬ 
fer of sale at the value set by the Walk¬ 
er commission, namely. $40,000,000. If 
the Panama company does submit such 
an offer and includes in it all its prop¬ 
erty of whatever deFcrlptlon there Is at 
Joa.st a chance that the strong tide now 
running In favor of Nicaragua may be 
stemmed. If the French company makes 
another blunder and asks any higher 
figure than $40,tH)0.000 it will get noth¬ 
ing and'the canal at Nicaragua will be 
authorised. 

In the House it is not believed Panama 
at any price would receive consideration. 
The House is set for Nicaragua, and 
apparently nothing can change Its view 

at this late hour. 

But In the Senate a strong Panama 
party »s developing. Influential Sena¬ 
tors say privately to your oorrespDndent 
that they are convinced Panama iB by 
long odds the better route, and if any 
offer to sell at the commission's valua¬ 
tion Is received they declare it will re¬ 
ceive favorable attention at the hands 
of the Senate. 

The most important development of 
the day is the discovery that the Isth¬ 
mian Canal Commission, of which Ad¬ 
miral Walker la president, may be in¬ 
duced to chaqgi Us recommendation 
from the Nicaragua to the Panama 
route. 

I am able to say that if the French 
company submits an offer of sale at 
$40,006,000. and that offer is referred by 
the President to the commission, as it 
probably will be. the chances are In 
favor of a reversal of It* attitude by 
the commission. This statement Is 
made upon the hJghest authority. It Is 
equally certain that the commission will 
Pot consider favorably any offer at a 
higher price than the sum which It fixed 
. as the value ,r of the Panama property 
jn its annual Report. And this offer must 
include every piece of proj>eriy now 
owned by that company. * 

• • • 

Up To the French Company. 

Everything depends, therefor**, upon 
•Whether the French company has wis¬ 
dom enough to make such a proposition. 
Up to this time the Panama people have 
handled their business very badly. They 
threw away an opportunity to secure a 
favorable report. President Hutin not 
having enough business discretion to do 
the right thing at the right time. He 
was repeatedly urged by Admiral Walk¬ 
er to submit a reasonable and definite 
proposal of sale. He was repeatedly 
warned that failure so to do would re¬ 
sult In ft recommendation for Nicaragua, 
and after that It would be next to im¬ 
possible to secure any consideration 
whatever for the Panama scheme. With 
rare fatuity M. llutin frittered away 
IiIh opportunities He has been forced 
to resign from the presidency, and the 
men now In control are trying to induce 
the stockholder.' to correct his blunder. 

If a definite and reasonable offer 
comes from Paris the American Con¬ 
gress will have before It one of the 
greatest questions It ever has hail to 
decide. Tin* difficulty is to induce Sena¬ 
tors and Representstivee to 'give care¬ 
ful constde ration to the question. 
There is a widespread feeling In tti«- 
country that the Panama project is 
tainted with fraud, and legislators are 
afraid to touch it for that reason. Pub¬ 
lic sentiment Is strong for Nicaragua 
simply because It has been educated 
to think or that route whenever a canal 
Is talked of. and h <e never given eon- 
Flderation to the other project. Prob¬ 
ably nothing could change Congress but 
a new recommendation from the com¬ 
mission. 

• • • 

Commission Had No Choice. 


Would it be a good investment for the 
United States? Engineers familiar 
with the two projects. Including the 
technical members of the American 
commission, who privately express their 
opinions, declare that It would be. The 
truth appears to be that the route fixed 
by nature for a maritime canal across 
the isthmus if at Panama and not at 
Nicaragua, From deep water In one 
ocean to deep water In the other by the 
Panama route It is forty-nine miles. By 
the Nicaragua route it Is 184 inlles. The 
cost to finish the former, os estimated 
by the commission, is $144,000,000; to 
finish the latter, $190,000,000. 

But it Is admitted by engineers that 
the uncertainties of cost are much 
greater on the Nicaragua route than on 
Its rival. There are problems of the 
most serious nature connected with the 
longer route, such as the treatment of 
the San Juan river, storms in the shal¬ 
low Lake Nicaragua, the presence of 
active volcanoes and the frequent oc¬ 
currence of earthquakes. Some engin¬ 
eers go so far as to doubt that a suc¬ 
cessful and enduring canal can be built 
for any money on this route on account 
of these obstacles and the lack of auto¬ 
matic control of the water supply in the 
summit level. The curves on the Nica¬ 
ragua line are much more numerous 
and of sharper radius than those on the 
Panama route, and It Is claimed by 
competent authorities that the sharp¬ 
ness of the curves on the former where 
the line follows the tortuous bed of the 
San Juan would make navigation 
through It by large ships slow and haz¬ 
ardous. 

The commission estimates that the 
passage of average ships through the 
short canal would occupy twelve hours 
and thirty-three hours through the 
longer one. But the value of Its esti¬ 
mate Is seriously questioned, os It Is 
claimed the delays In Nicaragua would 
be much greater than those indicated 
by the difference of length. It Is even 
declared by one competent engineer 
that the risks to ships In Nicaragua 
would require Insurance premiums 
greater than the cost of the tolls In 
Panama. 

It Is apparent that all these technical 
details, though of prime Importance, 
must be adjudged by technical men. The 
people have confidence In the skill and 
character of the Walker Commission, 
but It Ih not reassuring to learn that 
the commission recommended Nicara¬ 
gua simply because It could not get a 
proper offer of sale from the French 
company and that some of the engineer 
members of that commission now be¬ 
lieve and privately say the adoption of 
the Nicaragua route would be a colos¬ 
sal blunder. The writer is Informed, on 
credible authority, that all the engin¬ 
eer members of the commission, with 
the single exception of Mr. Haupt, are 
convinced of the great superiority of 
Panama, and that some of them are se¬ 
cretly hoping and praying that the 
blunder of choosing Nicaragua may yet 
be averted. Their fear is that public 
opinion on one side and the difficulty 
hitherto experienced of getting a proper 
offer from the French company may 
lead the United States into the mistake 
of selecting a route which in the end 
will cost far beyond the estimates and 
possibly result in an engineering fail- 
ure - 

Must Proceed Slowly. 


Tour correspondent Is able to say 
that the commission would have rec¬ 
ommended Panama if It had had In 
hand a binding offer from the French 
company to sell for $40,000,000, or per¬ 
haps for $50,000,000. Tills Is because a 
majority of the members of the com¬ 
mission are convinced there is more 
than that much difference between the 
values Of the two routes. It recom¬ 
mended Nicaragua because It had no 
choice, because the Panama people 
would not meet the situation. 

Should t he comm lesion now change 
Its recommendation from Nicaragua to 
Panama It is pretty certain that the 
Senate would follow the commission. 
The House might still vote for Nicar¬ 
agua, but there would have to b** a 
battle royal In lb** Senate before that 
body oould be induced to fly In the face 
of the commission » belated verdict for 
the better and Past costly route. 

Ther** Is no reason why the French 
company should not propose an out- 
right sale for $40,000,000 While In Paris 
!a*t summer, the writer gent to the 
Record-Herald a dlspntoh in which he 
•aid the Panama company would at 
first ask a large sum. from $100,000,00o 
to $150,000,000. but n the end would 
take whatever It could get from the 
United State*. The company placed a 
valuation **f about $109,000,otm upon their 
property In their final letter to the 
tx>m mission. Now, according to report**, 
they are preparing to come to the com¬ 
mission's terms. 

• • • 

Worthless If Not Sold. 


An Isthmian canal Is a great under¬ 
taking. and It Is built for all time. It 
Is too important a matter to rush into 
with sentiment and prejudice control- 
Ing the choice of routes. Senators who 
take this view, and who propose to in¬ 
quire more closely into the facts be¬ 
fore giving their vote to any route, 
point to the fact that the commission 
recommended Nicaragua conditionally, 
••having in view the terms offered by 
the new Panurna Canal Company,” 
namely. $109,000,000. If now those terms 
are reduced to $40,000,000. say Senators, 
the proposition must have serious and 
careful consideration. The United 
States, which prides Itself on its busi¬ 
ness acumen, cannot afford to go at this 
business In a blundering way. 

Senators also coll attention to the 
estimate of the commission that the 
cost of maintenance of the two canals 
after completion would he $3,300,000 a 
vear for Nicaragua and $2,000,000 for 
Panama. This difference of $1,300,000 a 
year means $130,000,000 In the first hun¬ 
dred years of the existence of the prop¬ 
el ty. 

It Is further pointed out by Senators 
who have made themselves familiar 
with this problem that at Nicaragua 
harbors must be created at both ter¬ 
mini, while at Panama good harbors 
now exist at both ends or the route. 
Again, at Nicaragua a railway must 
be built all along the line of the canal 
for construction purposes At Panama 
a well-built and fully equipped railway 
is now In operation the whole length of 
the line. 

If the t rdted States buys the Panama 
property for $40,000,000 It will, there¬ 
fore, ge* something besides the superior 
route for its money. It will acquire not 
only the railroad, worth $7,000,000. but 
excavations which can'he utilized and 
which are estimated by the commission 
to have an actual value of $27,500,000. 
and a vast amount of property, much 
of It available for further operations. 
The Panama Company has 30.000 acres 
of land, more than 2.000 buildings, some 
of them splendid structures, such as 
hospitals and offices, stables and store¬ 
houses. and en Immense working plant 
consisting of locomotives, cars, rails, 
dredges, excavators, machines, tools, 

! etc. Much of this property the Amer- 
I loan commission found In good condi¬ 
tion last summer. The maps, drawings 
«ind records owned by the Panama 
Company are perhaps the most com¬ 
plete ever prepared for any engineering 
project In the world, and are valued 
by Admiral Walker at $2,000,000. 

The prevailing notion that If the 
United States buys out the Panama 
Company It will get for its money only 
the right to go ahead and build a canal 
is thus seen to be a mistake. 


ff the Panama company falls to effect 
a #sale to th** United States its property 
will bo worth next to nothing. The 
Panama canal will become a mere aban¬ 
doned hole in the ground The com¬ 
pany may realize something from the 
vale of Its large assortment *»f machin¬ 
ery. and. of course, the Panama rail¬ 
road, which tt owns, has a distinct 
value. The railroad is now Its most 
valuable physical arwet. belr.g worth.

One of our artists haa recently been 
to America, where the air Is full of the 
Americanization of London—so much so 
that he became literally i>osfssed with 
ideas on this subject; nor could he rid 
himself of them on his return. So. In 
the fervent hope of being able to un¬ 
burden Ills mind, he has perpetrated the 
above drawing. In which he has endeav¬ 
ored to embody the various notions that 
haunt him day and nigh* 

When placed befotv you in a mass, so 
to speak, you arc apt to look upon the 
whole thing as only less improbable 
than It Is farcical; yet if many of the 
ideas set forth above are considered by 


themselves the conclusion you will come 
to after some reflection will probably 
be that there are many more unlikely 
things than these that may yet come to 
pass, especially If our enterprising cous¬ 
ins continue to cater for our pleasure 
and convenience, and for their own pe¬ 
culiar profit, at the rate they have been 
doing fur the last twelvemonth. 

The age of shallow tramways, two¬ 
penny tubes, aerial navigation, motor 
cars, and muitl-storled buildings In 
which we are living cannot be the limit 
of man’s achievement for all time; and 
assuredly the schemes suggested, when 
shorn of their youthful exaggeration 
and facetious ness, are nut many degrees 
removed from our present achievement*. 


On some parts of the earth's surface 
where our great cities are situated. It 
seems as If men could not crowd close 
enough together, and while 999 men are 
squeezing each other to their utmost, 
the thousandth expends all tlie Ingenui¬ 
ty of his imagination in devising means 
of relieving the congestion. 

Experience has taught us that the 
mere surface of the earth cannot satis¬ 
fy our demands. hene>- we have made, 
anrl ure making, twopenny lubes and 
shallow tramways; and, since the con¬ 
quest of the air is now only a matter of 
time and experience, it is not making a 
severe strain on uur credulity t<» suppose 
that ere long vve shall be traveling In 
space by regularly mapped-out routes. 
That Is to say, the flying stock of the 
Charing Gross airship route would trav¬ 
el at a certain height from the earth's 


surface on coming into town, and on

The friends of Gen. Miles need not ba 
so much disturbed over the reprimand 
or rebuke administered by Secretary 
Root. It is not the first occasion in 
which the Secretary of War has re¬ 
buked a General. Secretary Stanton 
sent a rather sharp letter to MaJ. Gen. 
Phil Sheridan In 1864. and the General 
accepted it as became a subordinate. In 
December. 1864, the Governor of West 
Virginia sent the following telegram to 
Secretary Stanton, which was forward¬ 
ed to Gen. Sheridan as information he 
might find useful: 

Wheeling. \V. Vat.. De*\ 22. 1864.— Th* 
Hon. E. M. Stanton: 1 have Information 
from Col. Higgins, at New’ Creek, that 
Rnsner, with 3.000 cavalry, left Petersburg 
on the 2i»th instant by way of Northwest¬ 
ern Virginia turnpike In the direction of 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad. In Pres¬ 
ton county; supposed to be advancing 
upon Grafton and the western part of 
this State. A. L. BOREMAN, Gov. 

Gen. Sheridan seems to have been an¬ 
noyed at the suggestion in the telegram 
from Gov. Boreman. and sent the fol¬ 
lowing reply to Secretary Stanton:- 

Winchester. Va., Dec. 22. 18*4. 11:30 p. 
m.—The Hon. E. M. Stanton. Secretary 
of War: Gov. Boreman's telegram re¬ 
ceived. If 1 were to make disposition of 
the troops of my commuud in accordance 
with the information received from the* 
commanders in the Department of West¬ 
ern Virginia, whom I have found, as a 
general thing, always alarming In their 
reports and stupid In their duties and ac¬ 
tions. I certainly would have my hands 
full. I believe many of them to be more 
interested In coal oil than In the public 
service. R was only yesterday that Ros¬ 
ser was at Carab Bottom-according to 
their reports, on which, at the suggestion 
of Gen. Cook. I sent a regiment to Bev¬ 
erly; it was only two or three days pre¬ 
vious that Rosser was at Romney, etc. 
They have annoyed me until, with your 
sanction, I would take great pleasure In 
bringing some of them to grief.

This w’as the cause of the rebuke he 
received from Secretary Stanton. Stan¬ 
ton’s letter to Sheridan was as follows: 

War Department, Dec. A 1864.— MaJ.

The pressure Is so 
hard on me tc send more troops to West¬ 
ern Virginia that I have consented to 
send the other small division of Cook’s 
command to cover the railroads west¬ 
ward from Mnrtlnsburg. • • • So far 
as any military operations on the 
part of the enemy of an aggressive 
character, I think they are at an end In 
this valley for a long time to come, and 
it would be best, perhaps, to send an¬ 
other division off. The only argument 
against this Is tne insecurity which It 
might create along the extended and sen¬ 
sitive lino from Alexandria to the Ohio, 
and where there are so many troublesome 
Interests—some loyal and some disloyal- 
some interested In coal oil speculations, 
some In the Baltimore and Ohio and some 
In the canal. So far as the military sit¬ 
uation l» concerned. It Is my Impression 
that another division could be spared.

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The latest addition to the Art Lovers* 
Series Is entitled "Beautiful Women In 
Art," a translation from the French of 
Armand Dayot by H. Twitchell, pub¬ 
lished In two handsome volumes. The 
work Is much more interesting and val¬ 
uable than the title indicates, since it Is 
really a history of art as illustrated in 
the paintings and statues of women 
from the earliest periods of history to 
modern times, though the subject is not 
exhaustively treated until the first 
period of Italian renaissance is reached; 
nor does the author devote more than 
a few w'ords to living artists. The work 
is much more Important than a mere 
catalogue of beautiful portraits. The 
character of the artists, their qualities, 
their relation to general art history, 
the influence* w'hich developed them 
and that they themselves created for 
others, are set forth with good discrim¬ 
ination and the assuredness of one 
thoroughly familiar with his subject. 

How the austerity of early Christian¬ 
ity chilled all existing art Impulse is 
shnw'n in the contrast drawn by the 
author between the Joyous Pagan con¬ 
ceptions and the tearful virgins, saints 
and martyrs of the first centuries of the 
Christian era. Woman as an object 
beauty and in herself a sufficient in¬ 
spiration to the artist disappeared un¬ 
til, In the tyaughty form of the Empress 
Theodora, she again stood forth, "freed 
from the cold gloom of catacombs and 
sepulchral crypts." The Byzantlpe 
mosaic workers made this great por*- 
trait. with Its attendant figures. In Sun 
Vltate at Ravenna. It Is true that In 
the illuminations of some Byzantine 
manuscripts the pious portraitist some¬ 
times forgot himself so far as to re¬ 
call the living, graceful women of the 
Greeks and Romans. But not until the 


acterlstics of men and women of differ¬ 
ent races are admirably described. The 
literary style is also good in the orig¬ 
inal as reflected in the translation. 

As is to be expected, the work is pro¬ 
fusely Illustrated with beautiful pic¬ 
tures. some of them photogravures. One 
of these is a charming reproduction of 
Gainsborough's "Princess Elisabeth/* 
Though the English as well as the Con¬ 
tinental painters are treated of quite 
fully, there is barely a mention of any 
Americans, though the author shows 
hlmfelf not unappreciative of the work 
of those Americans with which he Is 
familiar.

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A book that cannot be overestimated 
in Its relation to one phase of the his¬ 
tory of the United States is "The Over- 
Duel Stage to California/’ a narrative 
of the first passttiger and mall route 
from the Mississippi to the Pacific ocean 
—told by one who drove a stage and 
who has for fifteen years collected ma¬ 
terial. The book Is a story faithfully 
repeated, of an eye-witness. Mr. Frank 
A. Root, to the actual conquest of the 
western wilderness by Intrepid men 
who carried the United states mall. 

The book Is more fascinating than 
romance, and carries with it character 
sketches of actual men that outdo all 
creatures of fiction. It breathes the very 
daring and danger of progress and ex¬ 
pansion in the description of enterprises 
that were the forerunners of stupen¬ 
dous developments. 

What modern romance would dare to 
put into the life of Its hero the sev¬ 
enty times seven clangers and tragedies 
that beset the path of the driver and 
guard of the old overland mall coaih? 
What scenes more pathetic, what 
crimes as senseless, vicious and bloody 
as those which were everyday occur¬ 
rences on the trail and across the great 
American desert. Bloodthirsty savages 
were no worse than the rapacious road 
agents. Blood flowed In streams and 
labor and suffering contributed to re¬ 
claim the wilderness and establish civ¬ 
ilization. 

For fifteen years the overland stage 
coaches carried the United States mails 
between the East and the West, and 
had the right of way. The stage coach 
was the courier of King Progress and 
Mazed the way. Mr. Root, who de¬ 
scribes hlmrelf as at that time "mes- 
Fenger in charge of the pony express 
and agent of the Post-office Depart¬ 
ment to look after the transportation 
of mails over the great stage route 
across the plains and mountain* to 
California.’’ nnd later as a newspaper 
publisher, has written his personal rem¬ 
iniscence* and collected the authentic 
history. Mr. Root’s work has been ed¬ 
ited by Mr. William Elsey Connelly, 
who has already done some good work 
In the Western historical field. Wisely, 
he has not changed the narrative, and 
it is presented In the very spirit In 
which it should be—that of truth, 

A third of a century has parsed since 
the last stage coach made the lung trip 
to the Pacific coast. It is well that such 
a fine history has been written of the 
great plains In those nearly-forgotten 
days. Mr. Root’s book deserves the 
greatest praise a* a notable record of a 
great step in the march of American 
progress.

James K. Hosmer and entitled "A Short 
History of the Mississippi Valley," a 
notable contribution to historical 
American literature. The heart of the 
Union lies in that section of which the 
Mississippi is the midrib. At the pres¬ 
ent moment Mr. Hosmer observes that 
the valley is about to become politically 
complete with Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory applying for statehood. It Is 
on epoch nnd the writing of the short 
history is timely. 


is timely At his hand was 
much of the material that later cannot 
be ns easily verified. Now the corrobora¬ 
tion of the living adds value to histori¬ 
cal rettearch % aod travel. It is, of a truth, 
the special story of the valley of the 
great river.

Albert Bushncll Hart, professor of 
history In Harvard University, In a 
serlea of most Interesting article* Just 
published by the Macmillan Company, 
discusses the "Foundations of American 
Foreign Policy.’’ All of these papers 
have been heretofore published in the 
magazines, but revised as th'-'y are and 
In book form they are much more Im¬ 
pressive and make a volume well worth 
reading 

Prof. Hart shows that thorough mas¬ 
tery of American history that his i> «1- 
tion would indicate, and his views of 
American policy are entitled to the 
weight of authority. In many Instance* 
his Hatemcnts will cause surprise, and 
In some cases, perhaps, those will be 
found who will question the correct¬ 
ness of his conclusions. Mr. Hart at¬ 
tempts to reassure those who raised the 
cry of Imperialism against McKinley’s 
administration, by contending that the 
policy of the United States in late 
years is in line with that pursued el nee 
the Revolution.

lu respect to our present attitude In 
tlte world's affairs Prof. Hart says: 
"When people speak or write of the 
present trend of our foreign relations 
a? a party maneuver, or a fit of na¬ 
tional dementia, they turn their backs 
on the history of the century, and es- 
p, dally on the events of the last thirty 
yeurs. Whether welcome or unwel¬ 
come, It Is u truth as well verified as 
the celebration of the Fourth of July, 
that the United States has for years 
been In the habit of mixing in world 
indltlcs whenever it felt that its Inter¬ 
ests were involved." Under the head 
of colonies he Bays: "In their colonial 
policy the nations of the earth might 
be put Into three categories: Those 
which, like Germany, are proud of their 
colonization; those which, like En¬ 
gland. colonize with apprehension: and 
the United States, which for more than 
a hundred years has been a great co¬ 
lonial power without suspecting it." It 
might be said by way of explanation 
that the author regards the territories 
of the United States in the light of col¬ 
onies.

"Foma Gordyeeff" with Its terrible 
realism. Its awful detail. Us elemental 
strength In probing the darker re- 
cesnes of the human heart, would pre¬ 
pare the reader of anything by Maxim 
Gorky for a strong and fascinating 
work. "Ork)ff and His Wife" is a col¬ 
lection of short tale* by the Russian 
novelist that accentuates the former 
Impression of critics. Only a mnn who 
ha* suffered, and suffered Intelligently 
and intensely, as has this Alexei Maxi- 
mowltsch PJeschknw. could write so In¬ 
timately a* does he of misery, cruelty, 
sorrow, poverty, oppression and melan¬ 
choly. In "Orloff and His Wife/* these 
tales of the barefoot brigade, these con¬ 
ditions appear as strongly as in "Foma 
Gordyeeff." The Orloff tale Is typical of 
the others, a positively lurid narration 
of a drunken shoemaker and his mis¬ 
erable wife, of their quarrels, their 
reconciliations, their companions and 
compassions. When misery becomes 
unbearable the smallpox epidemic gives 
the degraded and bestial shoemaker a 
chance to show the latent spark of 
heroism which remains in hi* breast. 
After the glow is felt and dies out, his 
bestial nature reawakes. He Is raised 
up and dashed down. He returns to his 
former savagery and goes "on the 
tramp." The one redeeming point of 
the tale in the eyes of ordinury people 
will be the fact that his wife, Matrena 
Orloff. took up her husband’s trade and 
taught it in a model school, treating 
the little children with love and sup¬ 
porting two orphans. Orloff was free 
and found no consolation. He Is ever 
burned with a great fire and everything 
is repulsive. 

The remaining tales are no less 
strong and of the same tremendous 
power. In his wild, lawless and defiant 
characters, men and women, it is as If 
the ear* heard the beating of eagle 
wings, the muttering of thunder, the 
unrest of the sea ere a storm. The 
writer seems destined to set forth to the 
world, through his mighty and sus¬ 
tained literary effort, the most tragic 
undercurrents of Russian life.

Time Gardens." In the first place It 1* 
charming in appearance and the cover 
design extremely suggestive of all the 
good and lovely things within the cov¬ 
ers. 

Mrs Earle’s researches Into early 
colonial history have provided her 
with this gem with which to begin her 
book—that John Winthrop wrote ef the 
Land of Promise when a chip 1* ad < f 
Puritans neared the shore: 

“There came a smell off the shore 
like the smell of a garden." 

With this for f.uiflclent preface she 
tells the world of those old colonial 
gardens which were the one good cheer 
that stern ordinances and Blue Laws 
did not Interfere with. And those Mt- 
tle colonial gardens, the seed and bulbs 
of which were carefully carried over 
seas three centuries ago, were. In truth, 
the sturdy ancestors of thr present New 
England gardens—an unbroken chain of 
blossom to seed. 

One John Josseiyn made Hats in the 
latter part of the Seventeenth century 
of the vegetables and flowers In New 
England and his Is the earliest known. 
From It Is seen that southernwood, 
rosemary and bayes are **no plants for 
this country, nor lavender. English res s 
’grow very pleasantly/ * 

It would be hard to speak of this 
book without strong enthusiasm. Tie 
very table of contents is like a feast. 
In every mature life there is some hint 
or knowledge of a garden; and on this 
memory or Idea Mit Earle’s book is 
sure to lay strong hold, to stir the deep¬ 
est sensibilities, to recall, to delight, to 
suggest a dear phase of the past or pos¬ 
sibility of the future. Of all Mrs. Eailr a 
fine books this will appeal strongest to 
ull men ns a human call and one that 1* 
heurtsome and pure, and ns sweet as 
the old-fashioned flowers of which she 
loves to write.

What Saved Us In 1898. 

It seems rather late In the day, after 
nearly four years have elapsed, to come 
forward with the Information that it 
was Russia which prevented European 
Intervention during our Spanish War. 
However, the London Times thinks the 
matter of Importance enough to de¬ 
mand the production of documentary 
evidence to show the real action taken 
by Great Britain In the premises. 

That the action of Great Britain at 
the outbreak of hostilities with Spain, 
wns distinctly friendly te a fact that 
has done u great deal to promote 
good feeling toward our British cousins. 
It Is generally agreed, doubtless cm 
sufficient evidence, that Great Britain 
refused to lend any countenance to sug¬ 
gestion* for any sort of Interference by 
Europe with American designs. Tills 
by no means preclude* the Idea that 
Russia may have done the like, for the 
attitude of Russia toward the United 
States has been habitually friendly. 

It does not follow, however, that but 
for the action of Great Britain, or of 
Russia for that matter, other European 
countries would have undertaken to In¬ 
tervene In the little unpleasantness be¬ 
tween the United States and Spain. 
That some of those nations looked un¬ 
favorably upon the course of the United 
States is well understood. Mos; of them 
are now looking with disfavor on the 
doings of Great Britain In South Africa, 
but nofie has felt Impelled to Intervene. 
Intervention In our quarrel would have 
been a serious matter which no coun¬ 
try Would have undertaken without 
counting the oosi. The Impression pre¬ 
vails widely In this country that we 
were saved In that struggle by tin* effi¬ 
ciency of our navy and by the gallant¬ 
ry of our soldiers. If there is any evi¬ 
dence to the contrary In any of the 
blue books or red books of Europe, by 
all means let us have It. that we may 
no longer dilute with the wrong emotion 
of gratitude. 


Opposing Views of Capital and Labor. 

Mr. C. M. Schwab Is not at all In 
sympathy with the labor union motto 
of “All for one and one for all.** fn 
other words, he does not believe in the 
aochilistio theory that laboring men 
should stand on a common level, re¬ 
ceiving the same wages and turning 
out a uniform amount of work. On the 
contrary, he looks to the Individual and 
to Individual effort for the greatest 
progress and he say* the policy of the 
United States Steel Corporation will t>e 
to encourage Individualism more than 
ever. lie explained this a» follows | n 
his recent speech lu Chicago, after say¬ 
ing that labor bad the first call upon 
the syndicate which was paying out in 
round numbers $ 160 , 000,000 per annum 
In u'ages: • 

-Now. I urn going to tell you the most 
serious thing, to my mind. In regard to 
the future of the grrat organisations of 
o*yital. The great business enterprise 


of the past have been built up by the In¬ 
dividual interest and individual efforts of 
certain Individuals. If you will look back 
over the great businesses tbut hnve been 
built up you will find that they have 
been the result of some one great mind, 
which bus had all his Interest In that 
business, who has had nil his mind In 
thot business—in other words, who has 
had all bis eggs in that basket. 

• “The result of that Individualism wa« 
great progress, gn at extensions. gr« nt 
-conomles and greut successes. The dif¬ 
ficulty with these great combinations of 
capital Is going to be to get people to 
manage them. 

“Now. I believe that difficulty can be 
met. mid the way we Intend to try to 
meet it Is this: It la the intention of fho 
United States Steel organization to put 
every man In charge of a little branch of 
buitlnesa, even u department of bustness, 
not on a salary, but on a percentage of 
the profits, which will be paid to him in 
cash and which he can Invest In the se¬ 
curities If he wishes, and In that way 
get his individual effort upon his Indi¬ 
vidual work. 

“VYe don't believe that we get that from 
salaries, but we do believe that we can 
come ns neor making it man a partner 
In that direction us In any other way 
that bus yet been devised, and. com¬ 
mencing with the first of the coming 
year. It Is our intention to operate every 
one of our great departments on that 
basis." 

Mr. Schwab evidently represents Hie 
modem capitalistic stand In tho mat¬ 
ter, wijlle tho British lubor lead r. Ben. 
Tlllet. represent* the advanced vlew- 
potni of trade unionism. Tlllet has 
been urging amelioration among labor¬ 
ers after the fashion of English work¬ 
ingmen where the output Is reduced in 
order that more men may l>e employed. 
He bstj's the American workingman Is 
not progressive enough In his un! ;nl#m, 
although he does not allude to the fact 
that the American makes on an aver¬ 
age twice the wages of th* Briton. He 
doe* not regard Andrew Carnegie as a 
philanthropist, but slid In a speech In 
Chicago Thursday night that If the iron 
master had given his workmen more 
wages In the i»ast he woubj not have so 
much money to give away now*, and that 
he ought to be buying beef instead of 
books. Vet R has long been Mr. Car¬ 
negie's bojst that he hss always paid 
the best wages In the world and has 
given the most constant employment, 
Just as It Is row the boast of Mr. 
Sohwab who has succeeded him. The 
history of the Carnegie Company is cer¬ 
tainly that of the marvelous enrichment 
of such capuble employes us Schwab 
himself, the Morelands, Frick and oth- 
era 


builders are looking forward to obtain¬ 
ing a profit from this newr bill, doubt¬ 
less because they expect to sell more 
ships to the French than heretofore. 

One of the great arguments in fa\'or 
of shipping bounties In the Unlte/1 
States Is that our ships have to meet 
the competition of the subsidized ships 
of other countries. Among these that 
are mentioned as paying large sums for 
subsidies Is France, but there Is a good 
deal of reticence about the admitted 
failure of bounties in ihat country to 
build up the merchant marine. The as¬ 
sertion that the proposed bounties are 
going to enable us to do a l our own 
ocean transportation Is a pure assump¬ 
tion. not Justified by the experience <f* 
other countries. 




Ship Subsidies In France. 

In combating such measures as the 
Frye Bill for paying bounties to the 
owners of ships engag *d In ocean trans¬ 
portation the chief attention Is given 
very properly to the principle involved 
In a proposition to tax the masses of 
the people In order to pay a few men to 
carry on their own business On the 
other side the notion that It is a condi¬ 
tion and not a theory that confronts us 
is made prominent. Our merchant ma¬ 
rine has decayed: nobody denies this. 
It ought to be rehabilitated; that also Is 
admitted. But that the. payment of 
bounties Is the only way to rehabilitate 
It, or that this would prove effectual, Is 
not demonstrated; ft is assumeJ. and as¬ 
sumed without sufficient grounds. 

It happens that the French Parlia¬ 
ment has now before It a bill to encour¬ 
age the ocean carrying trade. This Is 
not the Inauguration of a new policy, 
but simply a bill to amend a law that 
has proved a failure. Since 18% France 
has paid In shipping bounties the enor¬ 
mous sum of 142,000.000, an average of 
$7,000,000 a year, and has got for the ex¬ 
penditure no satisfactory' results. If 
this money had been saved Instead of 
being squandered, the loan of 152,000,000 
placed the other day would not have 
been necessary. Though the deficit In 
French finances grows larger there 
seems little disposition to cut off this 
unprofitable expenditure, but on the 
contrary It Is proposed to Increase It, 

The act of 1$93, which the preBent bill 
Is Intended to make more efficient, pro¬ 
vided for both construction and sailing 
bounties; that is, payments for having 
the ships built and other payments for 
sailing them. On Iron and steel ships 
the construction bounty was sixty-five 
francs a gross ton; on wooden vessels 
of the better class, forty francs per ton. 
The sailing bounty on steamers was 1.10 
francs per ton for every thousand miles 
sailed, while sailing vessels received 1.7 
francs per ton for traversing the same 
distance. This preference to calling ves¬ 
sels was doubtless or the Idea that It 
would take them a longer time to cover 
a given distance. In both cases, how¬ 
ever. the bounties disregarded entirely 
lhe useful work done by the ship, and 
In the case of some of them the system 
had a curious result. It wa* often found 
more profitable to cruise around aim¬ 
lessly and cover a large number of miles 
that It was to carry cargoes. Mr. Mil- 
lerand, French Minister of Commerce, 
cited the case of a ship which In ten 
months received 75.000 francs for profit¬ 
less cruising done simply to earn the 
bounty. This payment out of the treas¬ 
ury represented 31 per cent, of the cap¬ 
italization of the vessel. Mr. Mllierand 
very properly characterized some of the 
provisions of this act as “an outrage on 
common sense." and said they had had 
an effect contrary to what was intended. 

It Is of chief Importance here to note 
the confession of failure. The new meas¬ 
ure u Justified on the ground that the 
maritime interests of France have gone 
on decaying In spite of the lavish expen¬ 
diture* that have been made In this be¬ 
half. The necessity of doing something 
Is strongly urged there, ju#t as It is in 
the United States Hut It Is not ap¬ 
parent that the new bill is going to 
remedy the trouble The construction 
bounties remain th*- uni*. while the 
navigation bounty on steamers is In¬ 
creased to 1.7 francs per ton for the 
1,000 miles. The bounty to railing ves¬ 
sels is modified with a view to getting 
rid of the abuses above mentioned. 
There Is every reason to believe, how¬ 
ever, that the new measure will fall to 
realise the ex; lions now held out 
It is a significant fact that British ship-

Venezuela's German Debts. 

The New York Sun has an article 
purport Irg to be- written by one who Is 
thoroughly familiar with Venezuela 
holding that its trouble with Germany 
grows oyt of German financing cf a rail¬ 
road from Caracas -to Valencia known 
as the Grand Railroad of Venezuela. 
The road Is but 110 miles long and was 
built by German contractors, the Cv>n- 
structfon being financed by the Nord- 
deutscher Bunk and the DIseAnto Gegell- 
schnft under a concession by which 
ihe Government guaranteed 7 per cent. 
Interest on the bonds which were sup¬ 
posed to represent only rhe uctuat cost 
of building the railroad. The house of 
Krupp, which had a great deal of tur- 
plus raw material, and others obtained 
the concession ar.d unloaded the good.* 
at a tremendous profit. The road had a 
track «>f three fret six Inches gauge 
and presented no exceptional engineer¬ 
ing difficulties, but the co.»t was figured 
out ut $145,000 a mile, foot.ng up to 
nearly $16,000,000. The read was then 
manag'd at a cost of $6,500 a mile, or 
$700,000 per annum, and the Government 
was called on to pay the bond Interest 
os all the receipts had been abcorb-d. 
In 1S95 an arrangement was made by 
which the Dte^onto Gesellscha.fl un¬ 
dertook to make a loan of $10,000,000 t » 
the Government of VenexQcb and the 
railroad syndicate at 5 per cent., with a 
20 per cent, commission. It Is allegid 
that the bank Immediately approprl-, 
a ted $5,200,000 to paying itsrlf In addi¬ 
tion to the $2,000,000 commission and 
that the remainder of the bonds were 
used In paying the foreign companies 
which had mnd«? other guarantees. It 
Is also alleged that this merely in¬ 
creased the Interest charges half a mil¬ 
lion dollars a year and transferred the 
lndebtedne«s from tbe right-hand 
pocket of Hie Dteconto Gesellschaft to 
the left with no relief to the Venezu¬ 
elans. 

The s ory Is very suggestive of the 
plundering of the South during recon¬ 
struction days with fictitious railroads 
and of the experience of Green, 
Taylor, Grayson and other counties In 
Kentucky. These debis have b en com¬ 
promis'd or paid off after long yeurs 
of struggle, but the memory of them 
will always be unpleasant. Venezuela 
made the mistake of enlHting foreign 
capital and now the Kaiser Is sending 
warships to do the collecting. Tbe debt 
Is admitted, and though the country has 
been robbed. It was under the foims of 
law and will have to be settled. Here¬ 
tofore the Venezuelan Government has 
plundered Its foreign creditors Indis¬ 
criminately. particularly under Guzman 
Blanco, who retired to Par’a with & 
fortune of $20,000,000. but Germany will 
probably exact payment at nriy cost. 
The sooner Venezuela understands this 
the better.

I T is something over thirty years ago 
that l first knew* William McKlnle>, 
a young practicing attorney at Can¬ 
ton. O. Strange* as It n#v se**m, I 
cannot recall the^xnct time or plnce when 
-I first met him. I know that It was early 
In the •event!e*. ard I have a recollec¬ 
tion of being strangely attracted to tho 
quiet methodical lawyer. Our acquaint¬ 
ance was somewhat defer after his el*c- 
tlon to Congress, and in snraa way l 
always felt a personal Interest In hia con¬ 
tests from ttme to t!nie. Our ocqi alnt- 
ance was a s'mple growth of friendship. 
His splendid w’ork in the cause of t»:o- 
tecticn «s n Congrf*?.n»»n further attract¬ 
ed me. This was even before he had 
reached prominence in Cor.B r,,1,: ' ftH * 
member of the Ways ar.d M-ana Com¬ 
mittee.

Ills utterances In thut convention are 
th** best Index to his character that 1 
know of. and displaced In him those rare 
qualities of manhood which convinced me 
that he was destined to become a great 
power In national politics, And here, 
for the first tlnie. It occurred to me that 
he wus a logical candidate for the presi¬ 
dency in years to come.

In 
a masterful way. These conditions fur- 
n'shed the opportunity for him to demon¬ 
strate his enormous talent and ability for 
successfully solving every problem, rising 
to the full measure of every situation, and 
overcoming all obstacles. 

Anil then the summing of it all in that 
beautiful death, wrhk-h wuk so character¬ 
istic of his career, Is one almost un- 
equated In hlsrtory.

A greut deal has been sold about his 
proverbial good nature. H- hid thut, and 
In addition to that an unequaled equipoise 
In every emergency. In all my career. In 
business and In politics, I have never 
known & man so self-contained. He al¬ 
ways acted deliberately, and his Judg¬ 
ments were always weighed carefully, al¬ 
though there were times when hla heart 
Impulses would respond quickly* without 
apparently the slightest delay. In all 
those thirty years of close relations I 
never saw him In a passion, never henrd 
Mm utter one word of what I would call 
reB?ntment, tinged with bitterness, to¬ 
ward a living person. This was Again re¬ 
flected In th*' story of the assassination 
told by Mr Milhurn. who sold thnt he 
could never forget the picture In the ex¬ 
pression of hts countenance os he glanced 
toward the dastard assassin. In his eye* 
rend the words as plain as language could 
express It, "Why should you do this?" 
And then when the assassin was hurled 
to the ground, when the fury and Indigna¬ 
tion of the people had begun to assert It¬ 
self. he sold with almost saintly compas¬ 
sion: 

-Don't let them hurt him." 

1 know of nothing In all history that 
can compare with the splendid climax and 
ending of this noble life. One of the 
sweetest consolations that come to mo Is 
the memory that nn Tui^sday preceding 
hts death he asked to see a m-wspnpor. 
and when he wns told. "Not to-dny," ho 
asked. "Is Mark here?" 

"\es. Mr President/* wns the response, 
and In that one sweet Inst remembrance 
was a rich reward for the years of devo¬ 
tion which it had always been my pleas¬ 
ure to give him.

Prof. Willis On Education. 


Prof John C. Willis, vice president of 
the Kentucky University, read a paper 
on “The Education of the Twentieth 
Century.” The paper was an able one. 
Tt declared that “Inhibition” was the 
most Important word In the vocabulary 
of psychology, and he summarized the 
arguments of the paper In the state¬ 
ment that the education of the Twen¬ 
tieth century would be such as would 
fit a man to know everything of some¬ 
thing and something of everything.

He dared to say that 
he believed bo<*k publishers wore In a 
league to pubtish books by college pro¬ 
fessors for secondary schools. He was 
Strongly opposed to any college or uni¬ 
versity deciding what shall be taught 
In high schools. He believed that every 
high school teacher should be a spe¬ 
cialist to the extent that he could select 
the material that best suited his stu¬ 
dents. He wanted the high schools to 
be the colleges for the people and de¬ 
clared they were that n w. as only five 
of every 1,000 pupils ever went to col¬ 
lege. He told of his native place bung 
the same as that of Buffalo Bill, in a 
breezy way. contrasting his former 
Western home with the refinements of 
Kentucky, where there were “no rifle*, 
billiard cues nor good shooting.” His 
talk abounded In catchy phrases, ruch 
as “from Nebuchadnexz it down to 
Teddy Roosevelt," and greatly pVu d 
bis auditors. 

Hardin Craig followed, defending 
“college requirements” In a three- 
minute talk and Superintendent M« - 
Donald, of Henderson, also spoke brief¬ 
ly. 

“Modern Languages in the High 
Bchool" was the title of a paper by 
William R. Price, of Louisville C. E. 
Dudley contended for “electives” In the 
High School course. Prof. James H. 
Fuqua, Sr., of Bethel College, said the 
trouble was that the students too often 
chose the easier subjects.

A steam automobile will make a 1. 500- 
mile endurance trip from Toledo, O., 
to Hot Springs. Ark. If the trip, 
as planned. Is carried out the automo¬ 
bile will pass through Cincinnati, 
Louisville and Memphis on the way to 
Its destination. It is claimed that this 
will be the severest test to which an au¬ 
tomobile was ever put. Many of the 
roads over which the machine must 
pass will be out of condition for even 
fair traveling on account of the severe 
weather which the States through 
which the proposed route lies have Just 
experienced. This Is particularly the 
case In Ohio, where there have been 
heavy falls of snow. The automobile 
will find nothing but muddy roads to 
run over through Kentucky and Ten¬ 
nessee and possibly Arkansas. 

The carriage will be In charge of C. 
E. De Long, of Hot Springs, and John 
Soules, a Toledo newspaper man. Its 
weight, without a load. Is 1,500 pounds. 
It will carry, including Its two occu¬ 
pants, a load of about 500 pounds, mak¬ 
ing the total weight an even ton. Ear¬ 
lier In the year the some kind of auto¬ 
mobile made a run to New York CUy, 
900 miles in length. According to the 
company’s claims, but one repair w r as 
recessary en route. The operators on 
the present trip expect to make an av¬ 
erage of fifty miles a day. which means 
that they will take about forty days to 
complete the trip. It is not the In¬ 
tention to make a race against time, but 
to give the automobile as hard an en¬ 
durance test as possible In passing over 
bad roads. 

The automobile will go from Toledo to 
Cincinnati, and from Cincinnati to this 
city, passing through Ohio and South¬ 
ern Indiana It will cross the Ohio via, 
the Jeffersonville ferry to Louisville.

The Fed¬ 
eral census Is the basis upon which the 
revision is to be made. 

An ordinance was recently passed by 
the General Council authorizing Mayor 
Grainger to appoint a commission of 
three citizens to do the work. Accord¬ 
ing to the original ordinance the sal¬ 
ary of the commissioner* was to be 
fixed by the Mayor. However, Aider- 
man Uri offered an amendment fixing 
the salary of each commissioner at $150. 
The amendment was adopted. 

After considering the work which 
must be done the Mayor has decided 
upon Messrs. Alexander, Smith and 
Meglemry, believing them to be practlc- 
ularly well fitted for the positions. 

Messrs, Alexander Meglemry and 
Smith will be officially notified of the 
appointment on the commission by 
Mayor Grainger at his office this morn¬ 
ing. It la believed that all will accept 
ami they will Immediately organize and 
proceed to carry out the work before 
them. It Is said that Mr. George H. 
Alexander will be elected chairman of

The commissioners will complete the 
revision of the wards before the legis¬ 
lature tak^s up the matter of legisla¬ 
tive districts. 

Immediately following the completion 
of the new ward boundaries Judge 
James P. Gregory will appoint a com¬ 
mission to redlstrict all the precincts in 
the city and county. This work is more 
tedious and more arduous than that of 
fixing the ward boundaries and will 
probably require six or eight weeks of 
hard work to flniidi the task. When 
County Judge Richie undertook to have 
new’ boundary's fixed for the precincts 
he appointed six or seven commission¬ 
ers and the work was down at an ex¬ 
pense which Is sold to have amounted 
to between $8,000 and $9,000. It Is said 
that Judge Gregory will not appoint 
more than three commissioners, and 
the expense will be much ltss to the 
county. 

The present ward boundaries do not 
conform by any means to that part of 
the statute which says ’’represenLu- 
tlon shall be equal and uniform and 
regulated by the number of Inhabi¬ 
tants.” For instance, the Eleventh 
ward contains nearly (hre? times the 
population of the Tenth ward, and the 
Twelfth ward has more than double the 
inhabitants of the Sixth and Seventh 
wards. 

Some persons are In favor of making 
Broadway the dividing line, but the ma¬ 
jority prefer the present manner of 
dividing the wards by ihe streets run¬ 
ning north and south. An equal tllv:s- 
lem would give each ward 17 .mo Inhab¬ 
itants. This would conform to the Fed¬ 
eral census of 1900, which gives Louis¬ 
ville a populatio n of 204,731 person?.

The recent cold snap has also been a* 
great cause of delay, and the work of con¬ 
struction Is now being resumed for tho 
first time In ten days. The finished track 
la gradually approaching Scott county, 
and the poles for the trolley wires are 
close In the rear of the track construc¬ 
tion gang. 

Speculation among farmers In this 
county Is rife on the question of whnt the 
Introduction of lnterurban roads in ;» net 
work throughout the country will m an 
In Increased value to farm land. Its value 
has been appreciated, for none of the 
roads has yet had to pay for the right of 
vay In Fayette county. Tho Georgetown- 
xlngton road dJ I not pay one cent for 
the right of way between Ihls city and 
the Scott county capital, and numerous 
promises of right of way have been ten¬ 
dered the officers of the Bluegrasx Trac¬ 
tion Company, Consolidated, which pro¬ 
poses to connect Lexington with the sur¬ 
rounding towns by a network of electric 
lines. Farmers are beginning to think 
that they have struck the new era, and 
If present plans are carried out all the 
comforts of town life will be theirs. The 
Hluegrass Consolidated Company does not 
propose to operate an electric line merely. 
The franchise covers a wide range of sub¬ 
jects, and among other things It Is pro¬ 
posed to put electric lights In houses 
along the lines and to furnish power for 
running farming machinery wherever 
that Is practicable. Tho franchise gives 
the company the right to operate an Ice 
manufactory, a #oa plant, a waterworks 
system, as well as to furnish power and 
light and operate an electric line. 

• • • 

The telephone has already worked n 
revolution In country life In Fayette coun¬ 
ty. On account of the sharp competition 
between the two companies county rates 
have been reduced, and now almost every 
farmhouse is connected with one or the 
other of the twro lines. The Fiscal Court 
is taking u hand in the telephone war, 
and It threatens to become an Important 
factor. The old telephone company has a 
franchise to construct lines on tho old 
Frankfort pike, but on no other pike In the 
county. The company applied to the 
Fiscal Court some months ago for a 
franchise, w’hlch was refused unless tho 
company would agree to enter into n five 
L y ton-y^or COOtftM I similar to that mode 
• the Fayette Telephone Company, 
agreeing not to raise the rate above a 
certain figure. This the old company re¬ 
fused to do. and In consequence It has 
been refused the right to erect lines on 
any other pikes than those now occupied. 
The poles are placed on a largo number 
of tho Fayette county pikes, and as a 
preliminary measure to any action the 
Fiscal Court may take In the matter the 
company Is rapidly obtaining permission 
from the holders of the property along 
the pikes to place their poles Inside the 
fences.

With the approach of the meeting of the 
State Legislature the needs of the va¬ 
rious Stale institutions located here are 
becoming a topic of conversation. The 
Kentucky State College will make but 
small demands for a State appropriation, 
asking only $30,0*) to be used In complet¬ 
ing the proposed girls' dormitory along 
the lines adopted by th** Building Com¬ 
mittee of the college. The original ap¬ 
propriation for the purpose was found in¬ 
adequate. as a site had to be purchased 
and the Board of Trustees thought It ud- 
v.sable to $walt until the next legisla¬ 
ture and make an appeal for additional 
money rather than construct a small 
building. Inadequate for the purposes for 
wliich It was designed. 

It Is thought that at least $100,000 will 
be needed for the Eastern Kentucky Lu¬ 
natic Asylum. This Is needed not only 
for the erection of additional build ngs 
for the care of patients, but the entire 
plumbing system of the older buildings 
needs overhauling, and a modern plumbing 
system should be installed.

INDEMNITY OF $25,000,000 


EXCEEDS BY THAT AMOUNT 
ACTUAL LOSS TO THIS 
COUNTRY. 


QUESTION HOW TO RETURN IT. 


New York. Dec. £7.—A Washington 
telegram to the Herald says: 

China will be relieved nf the payment 
of eighteen of the twenty-five million 
dollar!) demanded by the United States 
as Indemnity for the outrage* perpe¬ 
trated upon American citizens during 
the Boxer revolt of 1900. 

The Administration, after considera¬ 
tion of all the claims filed by Ameri¬ 
can* who suffered injury or whose 
property was damaged und the ex¬ 
penses Incurred by the army and navy, 
has come to the conclusion that $7,- 
000.000 will cover the American bill. 
President Roosevelt submitted to Con¬ 
gress a few days ago a recommendation 
that an appropriation of $ 2 , 000,000 be 
mad*: to enable the satisfaction of 
claims received from Americans. 

The naval and military expenses were 
less than $5.00u,000. 

In justice to China, therefore, the Ad¬ 
ministration believe* she should be re¬ 
lieved of the payment of the remainder, 
or that It should be restored after the 
United States receives it* share of the 
bonds t- be issued to the Powers. At 
the same time, the authorities have no 
intention or permitting the other Pow¬ 
er* to grab the sum the* United States 
will reruse to accept China, ar.u not 
ihny. Is to be the beneficiary. 


How the Situation Arosy. 


Some- surprise will perhaps be ex¬ 
pressed at the large difference between 
tho actual amount of the losses and 
expends of the United State* and that 
which !t demanded of China. Those 
acquainted with the details of the Chi¬ 
nese negotiations explain them in this 
way: 

Mr. Hay. the Secretary of State, and 
Mr. Rockhltl. the Special Commissioner, 
were astounded to llnd all the great 
Powers submitting bills which were far 
in excess of the injuries suffered by 
their citizens or the damage their prop¬ 
erty had sustained and the exiienses 
they had Incurred. A determined ef¬ 
fort was made by Mr. Rockhill. under 
instructions from the Secretary, to In¬ 
duce the Powers to limit their demands 
upon China to $200,000,000, but this was 
Impossible. 

The Powers proposed to wring from 
China every cent they believed she 
could pay. Claims were submitted ag¬ 
gregating more than $400,000,000, and 
these were finally seah-d down to $315.- 
000.000. When the United States found 
the Powers presenting enormous bills 
It decided to submit a claim for a sum 
which would more than cover the losses 
of citizen* and military expenses, in 
order that in case of reduction by all 
the Governments, the Ignited States 
would not stiffe^. 

Mr. Rockhill proposed that the claims 
be cut In half. This proposal was re¬ 
jected, and the Powers refused to re¬ 
duce their claims. The United States, 
therefore, having submitted an esti¬ 
mate of $ 2 r»,OOO.OOfl. was compelled to In¬ 
sist that It should be paid. 


Other Powers Would Get It. 


Since the signature of the protocol. 
Mr. Hay has been considering the 
method to be followed to relieve China 
of the payment of the sum in excess 
of that actually required to meet the 
losses and expenses of the United 
States. 

It Is apparent that if the Government 
Informs the Pekin authorities that the 
United States will not take more than 
$7,000,000 the other Powers will demand 
that the balance be turned Into the 
general fund and be distributed among 
them to satisfy claims which they hold 
8 uch u result would be extremely dis¬ 
tasteful to this Government, especial¬ 
ly as all of the Powers, with the single 
exception of Japan, demanded indem¬ 
nities greatly In excess of that to which 
they were Justly entitled. 

The matter is further complicated by 
the method agreed upon by the Pow¬ 
ers for the payment of the bonds issued 
by the Chinese Government In settle¬ 
ment of the indemnity. The payment 
extends over a period of forty years. 
It Is, of course. Inadvisable to wait that 
time before restoring the money to Chi¬ 
na. and some other way must be de¬ 
vised to arrange either for the return 
of the bonds to the Pekin Government 
WgLto relieve It of the necessity of lssu- 
Ingbtheni in favor of the United States 


T. M. JAMES, OF 

KANSAS CITY, DEAD. 


Kansas City. Dec. 27.—T. M. James, 
tincle of Frank and Jesse Jamen, died 
here to-day at the age of seventy-nine 
years. HI* estate is estimated nt $ 1 ,- 
000 .pt w\ 

Mr. James was one of the most up¬ 
right church men in Missouri. He was 
a most fervent Baptist. There is not a 
Baptist church In Kansas City that he 
did not help start, and there are many 
which ho finish* . 1 . 

Mr. Jnme 3 wen born near Russellville. 
Kv., April 8 . 1823. His father was a 
Baptist preacher and Mr. James has al- 
w-nyn held to that faith. He was a 
leading factor In its upbuilding In Kan¬ 
sas City. He was left an orphan at the 
age of four and was reared by his gj*. 
ter, Mrs. Mary Mims. While yvt a boy 
he was apprenticed to a tailor, hut the 
work was dlsturteful to him and he 
went to work for a farmer It .vtts In 
thore days that Mr. James cultivated 
the habit of rising at 4 o'clock in the 
morning, a hublt which he tarried 
through llfo. 

Mr. James acquired his education ns 
did so many of the sturdy pioneers 
by his own efforts studying at home 
evenings by the light nf a fireplace. At 
twenty he taught h country school. An 
uncle In Virginia died about that tini** 
and left the young man a small sum 
of money With Which to begin a new 
lift- With that small sum he made a 
trip overland across the Blue Ridge 
mountains, and It was on that trip that 
he me* Mis* Sara Woodward, whom he 
afierw. rd married and who survives 
him. That was in July. IR47. Mr. James 
and his young wife came to Kansas 
City in JSCd. und since thpt time—near¬ 
ly half u century—he has been a Kan¬ 
sas City business man.

He was one of the 
nine organizers of the First Baptist 
church In 1855. and later one of the thir¬ 
ty-two organizers of the Calvary church, 
of which he was a member when he 
died. He gave this church the lots the 
Kansas City Star building now stands 
on. and the church sold them for $75.- 
000. He also made bequests to William 
Jewell College of Liberty. Mo., of which 
he was a trustee.

POPULAR PULSE. 


Representative McCleary Taking 
Referendum On a New Bill Af¬ 
fecting Banks. 


Washington, Dec. 27.—Representa¬ 
tive McCleary, of Minnesota, has 
addressed the following letter to some 
twenty-five hundred persons, those ad¬ 
dressed being representative men In 
each State and Territory In the Union: 

“It has been suggested to me by several 
gentlemen Interested in national banks, 
and desirous of rendering them as useful 
ns possible to the communities in which 
they arc located, that It would be well to 
umentl the national hank act so as to per¬ 
mit national banks In the smaller places, 
where the clientele of the hanks is large¬ 
ly rural, to loan a portion of their re¬ 
sources on real estate security, if the 
proposition seems wise to those who have 
practical knowledge of such matters. I 
may Introduce a hill after the holidays 
providing for the amendment. With that 
in view 1 desire the benefit of your Judg¬ 
ment in the matter, and I will appreciate 
an early answer to the following ques¬ 
tions: 

“First—Do you believe that such an 
amendment would be In the public In¬ 
terest? If so. why? If not. why not? 

“Second—If your ‘flrst answer be af¬ 
firmative. where would you draw’ the 
line between those national banks that 
may and thorn* that may not make such 
loans? Would you make the capitaliza¬ 
tion of the hank or the population of tho 
town where the bank* is located the basis 
of such classification? Why? 

“Third—Just what percentage and of 
what would you specify in tne amend¬ 
ment? That is. would you grant the per¬ 
mission as to a certain percentage of the 
capital of the bank or as to a certain per¬ 
centage of Its loanable funds? Why? 
(Suggestions running from 25 per cent, to 
40 per cent, of the capital of the hank 
have been made.) 

“Fourth—Would you limit the operation 
of the amendment to farm loans or would 
you Include town property? Why? 

“Fifth—Would you permit loans under 
the amendment on first mortgages only, 
or would you permit such loans hs meet 
the approval of the board of directors? 
Why? 

•'Sixth—Would you require that all 
loans under the amendment should have 
the approval of the directors before being 
made? Why? 

“fleventh—Have you any other sugges¬ 
tions its to the proposition of an amend¬ 
ment If It should be made? 

“Eighth—Are yon willing to have me 
quote you on the above points In any re- 
rnurka that 1 may mak»* on the subject?*'

To Receive Chinese Indemnity and In¬ 
terest Payments.

Washington, Dec. 27.—After a meet¬ 
ing of the Cabinet to-day Secretary 
Gage decided to recommend to the 
State Department that Consul General 
Goodnow be appointed provisional fis¬ 
cal agent of the United States with 
authority to accept the amortization 
and interest payments of the Chinese 
indemnity from the Doyen ot the Dip¬ 
lomatic Corps at Pekin. No action will 
be taken relative to the appointment 
of a permanent fiscal agent until after 
officials have advised with Gov. Taft, 
who Is expected In Washington In a few 
weeks. 

By an agreement among the Presi¬ 
dent and the Cabinet it was decided to 
leave the selection of a fiscal agent to 
receive America's portion of the Chi¬ 
nese Indemnity to Secretaries Hay, 
Gage and Root.

Goes Into Training By Assaulting His 
Wife With a Knife. 


New York. Dec. 27.—Rudolf Gross- 
man, editor of the Austro-Hungarian 
Gazette, was arrested to-day. charged 
with assaulting his wife with a knife. 
Mrs. Grossman declared her husband 
to be an anarchist, and said that he re¬ 
peatedly told her he would consider 
himselt highly honored if he could do 
to President Roosevelt what Czolgosz 
did to President McKinley. She alleged 
that her husband on December 9 last 
addressed a meeting of anarchists In 
this city, where he was Introduced by 
Emma Goldman.

Birmingham, Ala,, Dec. 27.—West 
Reach, a prominent citizen of Blocton, 
was shot and instantly killed this 
morning bv Tom Stewart, tils brother- 
in-law.

He claims that Reach, 
who married his sister, has continu¬ 
ally mistreated her.

Will Dose $910.83.

Judg¬ 
ment for this sura was rendered against 
the estate of Leander McCormick, but 
ss the estate Is insolvent Judgment was 
rendered against the bondsmen as fol» 
f lows:

FEDERAL CHEMICAL COMPANY 
TO BUILD SEVERAL. 


First Will Cost $200,000 and Will Be 
Located In Atlanta—Improve- 
• ments Here. 


The Federal Chemical Company, of 
this city, announced yesterday that It 
will build a large fertilizer plant In At¬ 
lanta. beginning work early in the 
coming year. About $200,000 will be ex¬ 
pended in this enterprise. The plant will 
cover fifteen acres and when complet¬ 
ed will give employment to between 3f>0 
and 400 men. Finished fertilizer will 
be manufoctured, as will be also the 
acid phosphate and sulphuric acid. u*ed 
by the plant.

The contempt rule against the L. and 
N. in the Central Stock Yards injunc¬ 
tion was argued at length yesterday be¬ 
fore Judge Miller and was finally taken 
under submission. The rule related to 
a shipment of cattle over the L. and 
N from a point in Tennessee to Louis¬ 
ville. 

The consignor. It Is said, while the 
cattle were in transit, directed the L. 
and N. to deliver the consignment to a 
ccnslgnee at Central Stock Yards Sta¬ 
tion, on the Southern. The L. and N., 
acting, as they believed, within their 
rights, delivered the stock In Louisville, 
but at the Bourbon Stock Yards. 

The main, pivotal point In this espe¬ 
cial phase of the contest between the 
two stock yurds is. as stated by coun¬ 
sel, whether a consignor has the right 
to change the destination or consignee 
while freight Is in transit. 

Mr. Helm Bruce, of counsel for the 
L. and N., strongly suggested the In¬ 
terstate law question—the shipment In 
question being from another State, and 
also Insisted that, granting ull his other 
contentions were erroneous, the fac t re¬ 
mained that there had been no tender 
to the L. and N. of the original contract 
and an offer of payment of the freight. 
He argued that It could not be used as 
a contrary proposition that In delivering 
live stock to the Bourbon Stock Yards, 
the L. and N. received Its payments for 
such freight from the stock yards and 
delivered the freight not prepayed. 

Mr. J. C. Dodd, who argued the case 
for the Central Stock Yards, forcibly 
insisted upon the right of the consign¬ 
or to change the destination or con¬ 
signee while freight was in trunslt, pro¬ 
vided there was no expense to the car¬ 
rier. 

Mr. Dodd, in this connection, said that 
the change of destination In the case at 
bar would have shortened the haul on 
the part of the L. and N. several mile*. 
The break-up yard is about one and 
one-ha If miles from the Southern cross¬ 
ing at Seventh and Magnolia streets, 
and much further to the Bourbon Stock 
Yards. 

On the question of Interstate traffic, 
Mr. Dodd Insisted that the interference 
of the State court in this partic ular 
case was in the nature of facilitating 
commerce. His argument as to the 
question of a tender of the freight 
charges was that the L. and N. con¬ 
stantly makes interchange of other 
character of freight with the Southern, 
and that the Southern. In this and In all 
other classes of freight. Is responsible 
for the charges. 

The technical points In the caB<? wore 
argued by Mr. Bruce and Mr. Dodd 
with characteristic ability. Mr. Dodd 
threw some outside life In the argument 
by stating with marked earnestness 
that throughout the contest the oppos¬ 
ing side had acted in bad faith and had 
resorted to every possible quibble to 
thwart the ruling* of the court. 

Mr Bruce strongly resented this, and 
Mr. Dodd said that of course he had no 
reference to counsel, but that he did 
mean to say that the L. and N. had 
acted in bad faith. 

After Mr. Dodd concluded his argu¬ 
ment. Mr. Bruce briefly addressed the 
court and said that his client had not 
acted In had faith. The L. and N.. 
throughout the litigation, had acted, as 
It believed, wholly within Its rights. Mr. 
Bruce asked the court to weigh careful¬ 
ly. as It always did. the questions in the 
case, especially as it was one of great 
importance. a ..... 

"The court will of course do that, 
replied Judge Miller.
